ZIONISM WILL TRIUMPH 


... lf It Espouses the Cause of Justice for all Peoples 
And Other Editorials by KENNETH LESLIE 


World War II was among other things a war against the Jewish people. 
Jewish losses in life and property were proportionately greater than those of 
any other people. 

It has been said that one of the purposes of the Allies was to liberate the 
remaining Jews of Europe and punish their fascist tormenters and murderers. 

But what happened? Were Nazi estates confiscated and given to Jews? 
What of the homeland of Palestine, promised to the Jews by Lord Balfour and 
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Lloyd George, by Churchill, and by the heads of the present British govern- 
ment? Was it enlarged at the expense of the Arab feudal chieftain friends — 
of Hitler and opened freely to Jewish immigrants who were always welcomed © 
by the Arab people? 

Nothing of the kind. Thé*Jews are still behind barbed wire in Germany, 
in Cyprus, in Palestine itself. 

What is the answer to this riddle? Why do we still carry on the Nazi 
war against the Jew? 

Ask the heads of our cartels, the lines of whose power run through the 
British, French, Dutch, Swiss and American governments, proliferate through 
the higher ranks of the armed forces, insinuate into high ecclesiastical councils. 
These men were, are the same men of Munich who tried desperately to switch 
World War II into an anti-Soviet war and failed. 

They are still trying. With renewed appetite only whetted by the moun- 
tains of human flesh they have already consumed and maddened to new fury. 
by the sight of Russia, terribly weakened but still facing them undaunted. 

_ The Zionist cause can only win if it rests itself upon a system of total 
world peace and:security. Simply it has learned by now that it can never de- 
pend upon the good-will of the cartel empires whose only concern is to destroy 
the dynamic of the peoples’ upward struggle everywhere throughout the world. 

It would be tragic if this great cause were to be betrayed by leaders who 
fail to recognize the oneness of humanity’s present historic struggle. 

TRUE ZIONISM ESPOUSES THE CAUSE OF JUSTICE FOR ALL PEOPLES, 
the Indonesians, the Greeks, the Chinese, the people of Spain. True Zion 
integrates her present aspirations with the cries for justice of her ancient 
prophets, comes clean from cartel contamination. She rests her case in the 
unerting scales of that God who fights and bleeds and struggles with the poor, 
distressed, exploited of all nations. She cannot lose. 

What does this mean in practical terms? What demands should we make 
which if met would bring about our objectives and which have some real 
chance of being met? : 

Would we demand the withdrawal of British troops from Palestine and 
the introduction of American troops? Or French troops? Or Dutch? 

Would it improve matters to substitute one member of the world cartel 
system for another? The answer is obvious. There is no difference in kind 
between what the U. S. A. is doing in China, what the Dutch are doing in Java, 
what the French are doing in Indo-China, and what Britain is doing in a great 
number of places only because her empire is larger, and what all of us are 
doing when we obstinately insist on supporting fascism in Spain. 

Why then do we go on demanding justice from those who are committed 
to injustice? Why do we forget the power which challenges the power lust 
of the cartels? That is the U.S. S. R. 

In asking Russia to join a conference of this kind we should be getting 
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the point of view of a power not beholden to the cartels, not interested in 
appeasing political Christendom, a power to whom the Arab peoples, oppressed 
by their oil-subsidized chieftains, look for aid and comfort. We should be in 
fact getting the viewpoint of a power which alone and for the first time in his- 
tory has made anti-Semitism a crime against the State. 

We believe that only by such cooperation of the three anti-fascist Great — 
Powers can the Jewish people be assured the realization of their just rights 
to a National Homeland in Palestine as the smallest atonement the Christian 
world can make for 2,000 years of persecution of the children of Israel. 


KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS SPONSORS REACTION 


In the New York Times a few Sundays ago appeared the second in a 

series of ads by the Missouri chapter of the Knights of Columbus berating the 
United Nations Security Council Sub-Committee for criticizing Franco and 
naming his government as a possible threat to world peace. 
Everybody knows that Franco was put into power by Nazi and Fascist 
bayonets and was kept there by the same. What people have wondered at is 
who keeps him there now that the Nazi and Fascist bayonets are gone. People 
have wondered where was the influence strong enough to protect the butcher 
of Guernica and Badajoz. We believe that British and American big business, 
mining interests, electric power interests and the Roman Catholic Hierarchy - 
are in joint partnership upholding the Franco regime. We feel that the Church's 
top men are doing a great disservice to their church by sponsoring Franco. 

We know they do sponsor Franco simply by reading their newspapers. 
But something new has been added today. Within a month or so we have 
had a large number of advertisements placed not in the parochial or religious . 
press but in our secular American press bringing pro-Franco propaganda to 
bear upon the American people. It would seem from this that the bishops feel 
that they have solidified themselves sufficiently, that they have persuaded as 
many of their own number as they can persuade, and that they are now ready 
to move out on the larger field of secular life and collect dividends from the 
vast reservoir of good-will which Americans have towards churches generally. 

The Knights of Columbus must be clearly understood to represent in 
everything they say the hierarchy of the bishops of the Roman Catholic Church 
in America. There cannot be the slightest doubt that their every word is — 
scrutinized under a magnifying glass by responsible agents of the hierarchy 
who certainly cannot afford to permit this foremost organ of Catholic Action 
to misrepresent them. 

These Knights of Columbus are printing lavish advertisements which 
the unthinking press of America accepts and places before the public gaze. 
These advertisements are calculated to stir up long ett prejudices which 

we had hoped were laid to rest forever. 
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THE PROTESTANT with its Ministerial Associates has long had its eye © 
on the possibility of such an irruption of bigotry and intolerance into the public — 
life of America, We had hoped it would not come. It has come. The American 
hierarchy must be desperate indeed to resort to such methods, abandoning 


all their pretense to the courtesies of controversy and the ordinary politeness 
of democratic intercourse. 


In their most recent advertisement, which appeared in the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin, the Boston Globe, the Winnipeg Free Press, and in other 
metropolitan papers throughout the nation, the Knights of Columbus and 
through them the hierarchy say that “there is no real difference between the 
Red fascists with world headquarters in Moscow and the Brown fascists who 
came like a pestilence out of Berlin.” 

But there must be a considerable difference since when the brown pes- 
tilence was brewing in Berlin the Vatican State supported it. The American 
hierarchy may have had some misgivings about that support but not sufficiently — 
deep to require newspaper advertisements stirring up Americans against said — 
Vatican-inspired fascist and Nazi regimes of Europe. 

It is true that the Pope called Mussolini the man sent from Providence 
and blessed that “Christian gentleman” Franco and promoted Hitler’s friend ~ 
‘Father Tiso to the rank of Monsignor, gave papal honors to the despicable 
Laval and to the unspeakable Von Papen. American public opinion concerning — 
these gentry being what it was the American hierarchy may have had moments 
of embarrassment if not of downright discomfort, but of this they gave no sign. 

American citizens, Catholic, Protestant, Jew and many more whose faith 
might not be recognized as such by the officialdom of any of these three faiths, 
were enlisted, fought and died as allies shoulder to shoulder with the armies 
of Russia and the guerrilla partisans of the world in a war to exterminate 
fascism from the face of the earth. 

That war is over. The Russians, who according to Winston Churchill 
clawed the guts out of the Nazi Wehrmacht and thereby did more than any 
other single power to save the world from the bestial horror of Nazism, are 
now pictured as the enemy of mankind by the Knights of Columbus. In addi- 
tion to this, the same Knights of Columbus, in order to throw the American 
people off the scent of the clerical-fascist anti-Semites in Poland cry “murderer” 
at the Polish government which is trying valiantly to protect its Jewish popu- 
lation from the clerical-inspired pogromists remaining in that land. Not 
content with this, our desperate Knights abandon even that pretended tol- 
eration with which they have been furbishing up the reactionary Christian 
Front in this country and attack their ecclesiastical sister, the Orthodox Church. 

Thank God our Louie Newton has just returned from the Soviet Union 
and that his report gives the lie to this underhanded attack of the Knights 
of Columbus on the Russian people and their government. But where will we 
find the financial resources to publicize the truth sufficiently to counteract 
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this campaign of ecclesiastical lying which is drawing more and more naive 
Americans into its anti-Soviet whirlpool. 


CABLE TO DULLES 


[The following was cabled to John Foster Dulles who as chairman of a 
Conference of Protestant Church bodies from eight countries including 
the United States which met in Cambridge,-England, urged Protestant 
collaboration with the Vatican.} 


A concerted effort long planned and skillfully executed on thé part of 
reactionary elements in Protestantism is now clearly showing its hand in Cam- 
bridge, England where Protestant leaders say they favor joint action on world 
problems by Protestants and Roman Catholics based upon “some kind of 
satisfactory understanding between the World Council of Churches and the 
Vatican.” These leaders seek collaboration with the Vatican in putting a world 
Christian view-point on peace problems before the statesmen of the world. | 
Since the Vatican through official pronouncements and through its world — 
press is calling for atomic war on the Soviet Union, its 1946 consistory of 
Cardinals at Rome having been a virtual appeal for a modern crusade against 
what it calls godless states, therefore these Protestant leaders would apparently 
be willing to join in this criminal plot against humanity. 

Although this desire to collaborate with the Papacy appears to arise 
spontaneously from these Protestants actually the formation of this Christian 
Front “at the highest level” is the work of the resurrected Papal State which © 
by this scheme hopes to gain some advantage by plunging the world into new 
horrors of war and revolution. 

It is not surprising that this unwholesome collaboration of Protestantism 
with the power which blessed Mussolini and Franco should take place under 
‘your guidance and sponsorship, Mr. Dulles, since you are head of the law firm 
hired by J. Henry Schroeder and Co. of London, England, a corporate member 
of the pro-Nazi Anglo-German Fellowship which was London agent of the 
German steel trust in England and America and which was made by the Hitler 
regime in August, 1938, its special agent in Britain for payments to British 
creditors for currency conversion debts, and which had close family and busi- 
ness connections with S. S. Gegeral Baron Kurt von Schroeder, key Nazi now — 
under arrest. 

Your name, Mr. Dulles, appears on the list of financial backers of the 
America First Committee which did all it could to prevent the United States 
from aiding England when England stood alone against Hitler. You are the 
man who personally argued Franco’s case in a suit against the United States 
Government and who declared publicly in March 1939, that “only hysteria 
entertains the idea that Germany, Italy or Japan contemplates war upon us,” 
who came to the defense of the Nazi agent, G. A. Westrick, go-between for 
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German and American cartel interests, now under arrest and so you fit per- 
fectly into the scheme of American and European cartels which is to use the 
Papal cry of godlessness as a canvenient cover for their own godless and in- 
human designs. 

But you, Mr. Dulles, do not represent American Protestantism. From 
close knowledge of the free churches of America based on definite canvass 
of their clergy THE PROTESTANT can state with authority that the vast major- 
ity of Protestant ministers will look with horror upon your recommendations. 

They repudiate this “Christian” front which in God’s name insults God’s 
people. They denounce its abuse of the holy name, cruelty in the name of 
kindness, murder in the garment of mercy. The American aids and heirs of 
European clerical fascism are bound together by one thought, one common 
thirst: War. We speak a word of sharp warning to you, Mr. Dulles: Abandon 
this evil thing on which you have set your heart before it is too late. You are 
an instrument of base materialistic temptation to the Christian Church. The 
true company of believers will have nothing to do with you. 

Therefore, Mr. Dulles, we request that in order to save us from the em- 
barrassment of your false leadership you immediately resign from the Chair- 
manship of the Conference of International Church Leaders under the spon- 
sorship of the World Council of Churches. 


JOHN CARDINAL DULLES? 


The official release of Church World Service, reporting the international 
conference of Protestant leaders at Cambridge, England, representing eight 
nations, in a description of the conference chairman, John Foster Dulles, tells 
all about Mr. Dulles except what it is important to know. 

It can hardly be that the Church World Service correspondent isn’t awate 
that Dulles was an important backer of the America First isolationist move- 
ment in the United States, a movement which was calculated to bring about 
at the very least an accommodation between American policy and a Nipponese- 
Nazi Eurasia. Actually we know now it would have brought about a Nazi 
U. S. A. of which Dulles might have become an American Von Papen. 

According to this release Mr. Dulles is deeply involved with church 
organizations and has identified himself since 1919 with the “moral forces of 
the world.” These forces, Mr. Dulles said in ,opening the recent conference, 
although they are inadequate, still have power enough to secure a just and 
durable peace. Looking back at the 1919 peace conference, Dulles said “he 
was shocked” by the complete absence of Christian influence in its working. 
The individual peace makers were sometimes Christians, but the churches can- 
not sit back and depend upon the presence of church members in international 
meetings to bring Christian results. Ignoring the fact that churches differ 
drastically in their views of world affairs, he said that the churches have to 
organize to make it clear to statesmen how Christian principles will bring a~ 
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beneficial result. These are the views of Mr. Dulles as reported by Church 
World Service. | 

Mr. Dulles is the only leader mentioned in this release. His words are 
quoted with reverence, even awe. It is strange how some churchmen dote on 
those silk-hatted wolves of Wall Street who throw into their Sunday collection 
plates a few scraps from their week-day killings. And when they get a super 
international lawyer like Mr. Dulles who, as this release says, “knows the 
score,” a man who “has worked with the inner circles-of the Republican Party,” 
who is a “realist,” they get down on their knees and kiss his ring as if he were 
a sort of Protestant cardinal. The fact that one of his clients was the godly and 
pious butcher of Guernica, the fascist dictator Franco, puts him definitely in 
the cardinal class. 

Dulles is an important figure in the world cartel system which is deter- _ 
mined first to restrict and then to destroy Soviet socialism. 

The cartels have a natural ally in the Vatican which itself had years ago 
projected from its side the Christian front, intended as a temporary church 
cartel arrangement between the only true church and wealthy Protestant church 
bodies, an arrangement which according to the papal plan would last until 
the land of socialism should have been destroyed. With socialism out of the 
way it would be natural enough for a grateful Protestantism to enter the 
embrace of the long patient Roman Church which would now have been 
proved to be the true champion of Christendom. It would be realized by morally 
softened Protestant leaders that the whole move had been spearheaded and 
guided to success by Rome. That is Rome’s plan for Protestantism. 

It goes without saying that this is not the Protestantism which THE 
PROTESTANT speaks for. This red-bogey haunted Protestantism does not repre- 
sent the Protestant masses. Yet the voices of the masses of all three faiths 
including many thousands of unknown rabbis, priests and ministers are 
drowned out by their so-called leaders, men who have been pushed to the 
front because of their subservience to the restrictive monopoly system by the 
high priests of Wall Street, the master profiteers of the world. 

As we have said elsewhere Rockefeller did not give a million dollars to 
the World Council of Churches for nothing. That is payment to the Protestant 
piper for his Soviet-hating tune, which is why you see men like Henry Smith 
Leiper coming out for collaboration with the Vatican’s anti-Soviet .crusade. 
Of course Mr. Leiper would say, as Mr. Niebuhr has said, that he is against a 
holy war on Russia. But since the heart and soul of Vatican policy is that the 
Soviet Union must be destroyed therefore these gentlemen deceive themselves 
when they separate the Vatican from its policy and ask for collaboration with 
the Vatican but not with its policy. Let them not deceive us. Let them not 
deceive the Protestant masses of America. 

The cartels give their agents a big head of steam. Their caliopes drown 
out the still small voice of truth. 
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Let us not be dismayed. Truth has a way of vindicating itself; let us pray 
that no special interest come between us and its spirit. 


PROTESTANT REACTION VISITS GREECE 


Dr. J. H. Cockburn of Chureli World Service visited Greece, lunched 
with Archbishop Damaskinos, dined with the Bishop of Kifissia and with 
the officers of the Black Watch. The Black Watch is a Highland regiment 
famous for its use by the British for repressive purposes. It was first used against 
the Scottish Highlanders themselves in the Jacobite uprisings. Cockburn’s 
general attitude is indicated by the fact that he blames the present misery in 
Greece on “Communist agitators.” “The Communists would have no follow- 
ing, he says, “if they did not intimidate and beat up their people often brutally, 
threatening the women and children.” Dr. Cockburn says things will be serious 
by the end of 1946. “ On the other hand , for those who can pay for it, food 
is plentiful, and the shops are full of goods at high prices, probably higher 
than Italian prices.” 

One wonders what qualifications are necessary for the direction of Church 
World Service which combines the work of the Church Committee on Over- 
seas Relief and Reconstruction, the Commission for World Council Service, 
and the Church Committee for Relief in Asia. Quite a lot of church activity 
for a man who says about the people of Greece, “as a whole, the people are 
too politically minded, which in Greece means dissensions, arguments, fierce 
rivalries, and tends to party loyalties rather than to devotion to the country. 
Greece has at present a strong government and the country is being well sup- 
ported by Britain... if the Greeks will work hard and restrain their love 
of political disputes, we may witness a recovery, though it cannot be quick.” 

It has always been the desite of ruling classes that their colonial dependents 
“will work hard and restrain their love of political disputes.” Dr. Cockburn 
and the officers of the Black Watch no doubt hit it off very well together. 

Dr. Cockburn was in Italy in April, 1946. In a paragraph from his report 
from that country to the Church World Service, he had a most interesting 
comment: “All parties go to the polls with the support of the Concordat in 
their platform, except the Socialists who say it might be amended here and 
there. It is said that the Christian Democrats (the R.C. Church party) have 
made a bargain with the left parties that if the latter do not raise the question 
of the Concordat the former will not raise the question of the Monarchy.” 


THE BARUCH TRAP 


Bernard Baruch, grand vizier of two war presidents, successful financier 
and stock operator, is publicity shy, yet has been carefully built up as a simple 
Lincolnesque park bench philosopher who has nothing in mind but to devote 
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what he calls the afternoon of his life to human welfare. This portrait may 
not bear looking at twice, but it may do for the quick reading generous hearted 
American public. 

Mr. Baruch’s plan for control of the atom bomb was the subject of a 
prolonged movie short which was carried in every theatre of the land. As a 
matter of fact he received more footage than is usually devoted to presidential 
utterances. 

It may not be an accident that the same Mr. Baruch brought together in 
New York not so long ago the two great anti-Soviet personalities, Churchill 
and Cardinal Spellman. In Mr. Baruch’s atom plan he makes a persuasively 
rhetorical case for removing world responsibility from a group in which Russia 
had the veto power to a group in which the veto power has been destroyed and 
therefore Russia is at the mercy of the Anglo-American defenders of the 
status quo. Fortunately the Russians have looked past the poetry and sentiment 
of Mr. Baruch’s suggestion and have found and drawn its teeth. All the soft 
words, the quotations from Abraham Lincoln, the moral exhortations, failed 
to disguise the lethal purpose of Mr. Baruch who, whether he knew what he 
was doing or not, actually used the threat of the atom bomb to break the veto 
which is the only guarantee of Big Three unity and therefore of the peace of 
the world. 


REACTION'S WAR AGAINST CHINA 


American troops should be unconditionally withdrawn from China. 
General Marshall representing the United States went to China as a mediator 
between the Nationalist government and the Communists. When General 
Marshall had brought about a truce, called the January Truce, on the basis 
of the creation of an all-party government after which the two armies would 
be made into a single army, General Marshall then came home and was away 
38 days in the, United States. During his absence the reactionaries sabotaged 
the truce terms, denied the existence of some of these terms, tried to use the 
draft constitution to make Chiang Kai-shek a fascist dictator and to centralize 
power in the government so that there would be no local elections for mayors, 
provincial governors and county magistrates—all these being appointed from — 
the capital—contrary to the teachings of the founder of the Chinese Republic, 
Sun Yat Sen, which the Nationalist government professes to follow. 

These same reactionaries—Marshall called them reactionaries—trans- 
ferred the secret police which it had been agreed should be disbanded, to the 
regular police force and the transport services, thus dressing the secret police 
in legal clothes so that they could continue suppression of the people's civil 
rights. Then these reactionaries started a war against the people. Nineteen 
professors distinguished in the academic life of China, men without any affil- 
iation whatsoever with political parties have written to General Marshall

a letter saying that the Chinese people are absolutely opposed to this war and — 
that in order to have the “civil war” stopped, it is necessary that the United — 
States Army stop transporting Nationalist troops, that the United States Army 
stop equipping Nationalist troops for this war, that the Nationalist government ~ 
release all political prisoners and punish those who have massacred innocent 
people since December 1, 1945, that the Nationalists remove all reactionary 
members from office and reorganize its cabinet and the whole government and 
let the People’s Assembly consider the ratification of the only legal draft 
constitution which was written by the all-party Political Consultative Council. 
The professors urged the United States to withhold loans from the Chinese 
government until these points have been, put into practice, because a loan now 
will only make the Nationalists bolder and more arrogant. — 

These professors call attention to the hypocritical phrase “Aid to China” 
under which the equipment and transport facilities now being used by the 
Nationalist armies for war against China are supplied by the U. S. A. . 


FALSE PERSPECTIVE 


Four hundred rabbis of the Central Conference of American Rabbis 
opening their 57th annual convention in Chicago in June, 1946, adopted a 
resolution asking the Russian government to give Russian Jewry a larger 
Opportunity to obtain religious instruction. The resolution was based on a 
report which urged closer relations with Russian Jewry, described as “the only 
large Jewish group left in Europe.” Does not the fact that “the only large 


_ Jewish group left in Europe” exists in Russia and that furthermore Russia 


is the only country in the world which makes racial discrimination a punishable 
crime and the further fact that anti-Semitism is rampant in the country in 
which these rabbis live make such a resolution appear rather ridiculous? Russia 
has adopted the policy of denying rights of propaganda to all religious organi- 
zations. This undoubtedly works incidental and temporary hardship on organi- 
zations innocent of any ambition to use the strength of the state in their own 
interests. The policy however is based upon the harsh experience of a people 
long bowed and beaten under the yoke of a religious institution. In another 
generation these laws will undoubtedly be relaxed but such relaxation will 
not likely be hastened through the adoption of such resolutions as the one 
made by the Central Conference of American Rabbis. 


BRIEF COMMENTS 


THE SOVIET SCIENTIST, Kapitza, says that keeping atomic power for use in 
war is like restricting the use of electricity to the electric chair. 


WHAT IS THE VETO POWER to which the Russians cling so obstinately? It is 
nothing more nor less than the power to say no. In the face of the atomic 
coalition its power is a moral. It has no support except the Relea? word 
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of he Big Three to hold together in peace as in war. If they fall apart it : will 
not be because the Soviet Union insisted on the veto but because the Anglo- 
American atomic coalition insisted on the use of the atom bomb to break Big 
Three unity which is basic to world peace.

THE SUBVERSIVE CARDINAL HLOND

has appealed to Americans not to fall victims of the insidious fascist propa- 
ganda against Poland which is being spread by the Roman Catholic Church. 
He had just returned from a visit to Czechoslovakia, Belgium and Poland. 
We print as an editorial his statement to Stefan Molski, our European cor- 
respondent. | 
If the incredible cost in human suffering of World War II is not to be 
lost, the recent pogrom in Kielce, Poland, should awaken all democratic peo- 
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ples to the ominous fact that fascism still lives. - 

The shocking statement of Cardinal Hlond is Faicaee indication of it. 
According to Cardinal Hlond the 41 Polish Jews killed in the Kielce pogrom 
were murdered because the Polish people were aroused to righteous indignation 
on account of the fact that there “tte too many Jews holding office in the present 
Polish government. His statement contains the same ingredients found in 
. early Nazi propaganda. It is incredible that a churchman should under any 
conditions justify anti-Semitism which would cease in Poland tomorrow if 
Cardinal Hlond and the church he represents honestly oppose it. 

All unbiased observers from abroad pay tribute to the honest attempt 
of the present Polish government to destroy anti-Semitism in Poland. I have 
had the privilege of having numerous contacts with Premier Morawski and 
many other Polish statesmen. In my judgmert they are men of good will en- 
deavoring to build an independent democratic nation under almost insarmount- 
able obstacles, their job rendered even harder by reactionary people at Home : 
and abroad. The Cardinal apparently knows better than I do about the racial 
composition of members of the Polish government. I was trained by my parents 
and my church to believe that race was not a criterion for holding public office. 
The fact that the presence of Jewish officials in the Polish government is used 
to justify the Kielce pogrom or any act of anti-Semitism is only another sign 
of the fact that in nearly all parts of the world fascism is staging a come-back 
to respectability under the smoke-screen of the revived Communist bogey and 
a holy war against Russia. Fascist phraseology however is now changed-so that 
democracy is invoked in its behalf. It grieves me to hear that even some of my 
fellow American citizens are falling victims to this insidious fascist propaganda 
against Poland. 

I sympathize with the present Polish government in its sincere effort 
to uphold democracy against reactionary clerical, political and economic forces 
which are determined to smirch the good name of Poland before the world. 
One reads daily of attacks by these reactionary groups upon Poland. The time 
has come that the true facts regarding the present Polish government should 
be given proper publicity. I regret especially that a section of the Christian 
Church should be party to this persecution of Poland. I suppose however that 
nothing else can be expected from Cardinal Hlond and the Roman Catholic 
Church. Any church that can approve the tyrannical Franco regime in Spain, 
that could bless the rape of Ethiopia and could make/a concordat with Hitler, 
will also be found attacking the democratic regime in Poland even if it involves 
approval of anti-Semitism.

—If you think you are hel bing a nice Hitler in China, you are seriously 
wrong. The whole Chinese nation is hostile to your nice Hitler and 
the tyrannical dictatorship which he and his henchmen maintain, with 


your guns and money. 


Fo MANY MONTHS now Chinese or- 
ganizations, groups and individuals, 
have been appealing to America to with- 
draw its troops and military supplies 
from China and to give no military or 
financial aid to China until the coalition 
democratic government, agreed to last 
January, replaces the present Kuomin- 
tang dictatorship which has ruled my 
country since 1927. Every such appeal 
has warned that the sale of American 
- Iend-lease material to the present Kuo- 
mintang dictatorship would plunge 
China into war and lead to economic 
collapse. 

Few Americans paid attention to such 
appeals, and the American Government 
not at all. Some of the men who signed 
the appeals are now dead—slain by 
American guns in the hands of the Chi- 
nese secret political police. In the last 
two weeks of July two of our most emi- 
nent democratic leaders were assassinated 
in Kunming in the southwest and one 
kidnapped in Peking—kidnapping also 
means death. Following these murders, 
eleven Chinese professors from Kun- 
ming universities who had been marked 
for. assassination also, fled with their 
families to the American Consulate in 
that city. It is ironical, brutally ironical, 
that while America has armed the secret 
political police, the Gestapo of China, 
the most noted educators of China must 
flee to an American Consulate to avoid 
being murdered by American guns. 

Now that the Kuomintang dictator- 
ship has started a war, Americans ask 
in amazement why Chinese are always 


fighting, and if they like to get them-— 
selves killed. 

But the Chinese people are amazed 
too. They ask why America arms the 
corrupt Chinese reactionaries to kill | 
them. 

While the announced policy, at least 
on paper, of America is to help estab-” 
lish a representative democratic Chinese 
Government, and to give no military 
of financial aid to China until that Gov- 
ernment is established, its actual prac- 
tices are the exact opposite. Before VJ 
day, 20 Kuomintang divisions were 
armed and trained by Americans, but 
since VJ day 40 divisions of that Party 
have been armed with American lJend- 
lease. In addition, hundreds of Ameri- 
can bombers and fighters, 271 warships, 
and countless tons of - ammunition, 
bombs, and gasoline, were delivered to 
the Kuomintang. Surplus American war 
material in various Pacific bases, said to 
cost from $500,000,000 to $700,000,- 
000 are also destined for the Kuomin- 
tang. 

Nobody except a few high Chinese 
and American officials know the extent 
of American loans to the Kuomintang, 
but an editorial in the New York Herald 
Tribune on July 24 stated that “the Kuo- 
mintang Treasury has been supported 
by the American Treasury.” The Kuo- 
mintang has never published its budget. 
The Chinese Treasury is the private 
pocket-book of Generalissimo Chiang — 
Kai-shek and his* supporters and they 
alone know what chains they have riv- 
eted about the Chinese people. 
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On July 22, fifty-six of the most 
prominent Chinese educators, indus- 
trialists and civic leaders, simultaneous- 
ly with Madame Sun Yat-sen, widow of 
my country’s revered revolutionary lead- 
er, appealed to the American Govern- 
ment and people to remove all Ameri- 
can troops and military supplies from 
China, and to give no aid to the Kuo- 
mintang until the Chinese democratic 
government is established. They warned 
that millions of Chinese are starving 
and the country on the verge of collapse. 

A few American dailies supported 
these desperate appeals from the only 
true representatives of the Chinese peo- 
ple, but on July 24 the New York Times 
omitted to say whether the many charges 
against the Kuomintang in them were 
right or wrong. Instead, it referred 
lightly to the “growing clamor” of Chi- 
nese against American support of the 
Kuomintang dictatorship, of which 
Madame Sun was ‘“‘the latest recruit,” 
and tried to brush them off by references 
to Russian actions in Manchuria. 


Have Americans Dead Souls? 

Why has the American press remain- 
ed generally silent about the reign of 
Kuomintang terror against the Chinese 
democratic movement? Is it because it 
agrees with this terror? Is it because 
America armed and trained and sup- 
ported the terrorists with money? Why 
is it that a never-ending stream of ap- 
peals to the American people against 
American policy in China has fallen on 
deaf ears? Is it because America is a 
nation of dead souls? 

I will recall for them just a few of 
the: flagrantly criminal actions of the 
Kuomintang committed since VJ day. 

Right after VJ day, the Kuomintang 
Government dispatched officials all over 
the country to take ovet Japanese-occu- 
pied territory and also the chief cities 


in territory liberated by the Commu- 


-such cities in north and central China 


“ ees 
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nist - commanded guerrillas. In some 
it merely appointed Chinese who had 
served as Japanese puppet administra- 
tors during the war. Wherever the Kuo- 
mintang officials went, they went as 
conquerors of the Chinese people, with 
the result that most people in those areas 
lost their homes, factories, cars, and 
women. Officials ransacked the country- 
side for rice to feed their troops, con- 
fiscating the last rice of the peasants, 
even that which they had saved for seed. 


In Chekiang Province (south of 
Shanghai), Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s native province, each village was 
forced to contribute over 1,000 piculs 
(cwt.) of rice to the local administration. 
This was in addition to the regular taxes 
and the war-time military rice tax col- 
lected to feed Kuomintang troops. Such 
taxes, imposed throughout Kuomintang 
territory during the war, are still col- 
lected not only in Chekiang, but else- 
where. 

In December of last year, over ten 
thousand peasants in Chekiang Province 
marched to the provincial capital, Hang- 
chow, to petition the government for a 
reduction in rice contributions. They 
also petitioned the Government to re- 
move the local administrators who had 
been puppet administrators during the 
war, under the Japanese, but whom the 
Government merely left in power over 
the people. 

Because the peasants had dared take 
such action their homes in their native 
villages were surrounded by police and 
those who had been their spokesmen 
were arrested, flogged, tortured and 
burned to death. As a result, the peasants 
of around one hundred villages arose 
and attacked the local administrations. 
Kuomintang troops marched in and put 
down the uprising and 150 peasants 
were brought before a court-martial. 


ad 
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Their fate has never since been reported. 

Right after VJ day, the Kuomintang 
Government in Chungking rushed plans 
to leave the interior for Nanking and 
coastal cities. All Government currency 
was rushed down stream also, with the 
result that small factories, textile, flour, 
and machine shops had no money to 
continue operation and appealed to the 
Government for support. The Govern- 
ment gave some money to such indus- 
tries as had contacts with Government 
officials, but told the rest to shut down. 
Scores of factories shut down in Chung- 
king, Chengtu, Kunming, Kweilin, and 
Kweiyang, in the west and southwest, 
bringing private industry to a standstill 
and throwing thousands of people on 
the streets as unemployed. 


You Are Killing Good Men 
Meanwhile a reign of terror, carried 
out by the secret political police, was 
going on through all territory controlled 
by the Kuomintang. In July, 1945, up- 
wards of a hundred cultural workers in 
Fukien Province on the coast, had been 
secretly arrested and only. one of them 
ever heard of again. This one, Mr. Yang 
Chow, was heard of because he had 
been an employee of the American OWI 
in Fukien. He was held without charges 
or without trial until January 11, 1946, 
when he died in prison from unknown 
causes. Dozens of Chinese newspaper 
-men in Shanghai issued public protests 
at his death and demanded the trial and 
punishment of those responsible. They 
charged that he had been tortured and 
killed. One Chinese reporter who wrote 
an article about him, was murdered by 
the secret political police, two others 
disappeared, and the wife of Mr. Yang 
Chow was ordered to leave her home 
in Shanghai and mourn at her husband’s 
grave in Hangchow for three years. 
In May of this year, Mr. Li Fu-chen, 
editor of the daily newspaper of the 
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Chinese Democratic League in Sian, in 
the northwest, died from injuries re- 
ceived when the secret political police 
demolished his newspaper. Mr. Wang 
Jen, a lawyer who dared take the case 
to court, was executed. by the authorities 
who announced that Mr. Wang had 
been executed because he was an opium 
smoker! 

When the American-Chinese Military 
Truce Team visited the city of Nantung, 
in March, thousands of people turned 
out to welcome it, thereby disobeying 
police orders to remain indoors and 
give no testimony of local conditions. 
Afterwards twenty local intellectuals 
disappeared, and a few days later the 
mangled corpses of four of them were 
dragged from the river. Two were local 
newspaper reporters and one a member 
of the Chinese Writers Association. 

American correspondents described - 
the killing of students in Kunming in 
November and December of last year 
and the attack by secret political police 
on mass meetings called by the Demo- 
cratic League in Chungking and Cheng- 
tu to celebrate the agreement reached 
by all parties in January to establish a 
coalition democratic government. One 
reported the attack on students who 
turned out in Shanghai .to welcome 
General George Marshall on his first 
trip to Shanghai after VJ Day. : 

The American press also published 
the facts of an organized’ attack on a del- 
egation of eleven Chinese industrial, 
business, and professional people who 
went to Nanking on June 23 to petition 
the Government for peace and democ- 
racy. 

The American press also reported the 
assassination of the two leading repre- 
sentatives of the Chinese Democratic 
League in Kunming on July 11 and July 
18, and the flight of the eleven Kun- 
ming Professors to the American Con- 
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sulate. Among these eleven professors, 
one was Dr. Fei Hsiao-tung, joint author 
of Earthbound China, published recent- 
ly by the University of Chicago. (Dr. 
Fei had studied in England and Amer- 
ica and was a guest of the American 
State Department in 1943.) These 
events were followed by the kidnapping 
of the Peiping representative of the Chi- 
nese Democratic League in late July. 

The American press did not report 
the attack by troops on the students and 
teachers of the Hsuchow High School, 
north Kiangsu Province, in late June, 
which resulted in the wounding and kill- 
ing of nearly one hundred students and 
teachers, but it did report that on July 
22,500 Chinese police surrounded Fu- 
tan University in Shanghai, raided it, 
and took away two students, and that 
simultaneously every book-store and 
news stand in Shanghai was raided 
and every publication whose title con- 
tained the words “democracy,” “‘peo- 
pie,” or “emancipation,” confiscated. 

In April, when Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek visited Peiping, 77 newspa- 
pers, magazines, and journals were 
permanently suppressed in that city. 
Armed secret police demolished two 
liberal newspapers in Canton in May 
and raided and closed down every book- 
store in that city, carting away many 
truckloads of books for burning. 

The terror is continuing unabated, 
hand in hand with wholesale corruption 
and open stealing. Even the 36 air-con- 
ditioning sets, sent by UNRRA for Chi- 
nese hospitals, ended up in Shanghai 
hotels, and in the homes and offices of 
Kuomintang officials in Nanking. The 
press in this country reported that two 
of the sets landed in the two private 
homes of Dr. T. V. Soong, Premier. 


Were These Your Allies? 


As for the Kuomintang use of Japa- 
nese troops and spies, that is an old 


story. Not only did whole Japanese di- — 
visions fight side by side with Kuomin- — 
tang armies against the Chinese Com- © 
munist-commanded armies, but the chief 
military adviser of General Yen Hsi- 
shan of Shansi Province was a Japanese 
who quite openly gave an interview to 
a visiting American correspondent. -The 
800,000 Chinese puppet troops who 
fought against China for the Japanese 
during the war, were incorporated into 
the Kuomintang armies after VJ day 
and one of these armies transported by 
American planes to Changchun, Man- 
churia, to fight the Communists. 

On May 18, a significant report by 
Mr. Palmer Hoyt, Jr., correspondent 
for the United Press in China, appeared 
in the China Daily Tribune in Peiping, 
but, so far as I know, not in any Amer- 
ican paper. While the Kuomintang Min- 
ister of Information was throwing up 
a smoke screen to hide its use of Japa- 
nese, Mr. Hoyt made an investigation 
of the Kuomintang use of Japanese 
and reported as follows: 

“A Chinese official source stated to- 
day that there were ‘hundreds’ of Japa- 
nese throughout North China acting as 
Central Government agents, some of 
them working deep in Communist ter- 
ritory. Another source . . . claimed that 
about 60 of them were employed by the 
11th War Zone in Peiping, working 
directly under Maj. Gen. Mah Han-san 
and members of the secret police and the 
Intelligence Officer of the zone. 

“Lt. Col. Senichi Nagayama, Chief | 
of the Japanese liaison office here, said 
that his office had been attempting 0 
secure the release of the 28-man s 
communications.anit which the Nation- 
alists (Kuomintang) are using to inter- 
cept Communist messages and break 
down secret codes. . . . The special unit — 
was once listed for repatriation. Col. 
Nagayama said that this was halted at ~ 


the last minute by orders of General 
Sun Lien-chung, Commander of the 
11th War Zone. . . . Negotiations are 
still going on but the Nationalists are 
still using the Japanese. 

“, .. It is reported that General Mah 
Han-san has been using the Japanese 
agents who worked against ‘the Com- 
munists during the Japanese occupation. 
In the Peiping area there were between 
10 and 20 Japanese secret service agen- 
cies during the war, all of which had a 
section working against the Commu- 
nists. Many of these agencies are now 
doing the same work for the Kuomin- 
tang forces, . . 

“An American source cited as an in- 
stance the case of a Japanese Colonel 
who had just been released by the pup- 
pet forces in Shansi Province and who 
refused to tell the American Intelligence 
Officers what the 6,000 Japanese civil- 
iams and military are doing there. . ..” 

I wonder what Americans think of a 
Government, which they are supporting, 
which uses traitors and enemy troops 
against its own people? I wonder what 
the American people would do if they 
had such a Government? Or do you 
think your Government supports Chiang 
Kai-shek, as it supports Francisco Fran- 
co of Spain, because he is a Christian? 
What do Americans imagine would 
happen to the lowly Jesus if He ap- 
peared in Chiang Kai-shek’s China to- 
day? Do you think Madame Chiang and 
the Generalissimo would invite Him to 
tea? Or would He not be fallen upon 
and beaten to death by their secret po- 
litical police as a man of “dangerous 
thoughts’? 


China Hates Your “Nice Hitler’ 
Americans may think that they are 
gaining an ally by propping up the Kuo- 
mintang dictatorship with all the mili- 
tary power and money their Govern- 
ment can muster. In the end, I am afraid 
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you will have the burden of a cripple. 
If you think you are helping a nice Hit- ' 
ler‘ in China, you are seriously wrong. 
The whole Chinese nation is hostile to 
your nice Hitler and the tyrannical dic- 
tatorship which he and his henchmen 
maintain, with your guns and money. 
{ Further evidence of this is the fact that 
on August 13 Chu Hsueh-fan, president 
of the Chinese Association of Labor 
(Chiang Kai-shek’s own “labor front’’) 
appealed for ‘‘world-wide labor support 
against what he called the Chinese Goy- 
ernment’s ‘attack on democracy.’ ”’ 
Editor} The “growing clamor’’ against ~ 
that dictatorship, referred to so contemp- 
tuously by the N. Y. Tzmes, is the ex- 
pression of the Chinese heart and soul. ~ 
You cannot quiet it by an account of 
“wild Russian ambitions.” The release 
of Mr. Pauley’s report on Manchuria, 
at such a psychological moment, was a 
skilful move made hurriedly in an at- 
tempt to stir up hatred of Russia among 
Chinese. But that report cannot make 
us Chinese forget that it is America 
which has armed and financed the dead- 
ly enemy of the Chinese people. 


The only release which the Chinese 
people would welcome at this moment 
would be an earnest and practical one 
announcing that American troops and 
armaments are being removed from the 
soil of my country, and that all Ameri- 
can lend-lease to the Kuomintang has 
ceased. No other step could stop the 
war on the Chinese people or provide 
and prerequisite for the resumption of 
inter-party negotiations for the intro- 
duction of a democratic Chinese Gov- 
ernment. The only result of continued 
American intervention in our affairs 
on behalf of a regime too weak and cor- _ 
rupt to stand alone without American 
support, is the engendering of anti- 
American hatred among all classes of 
my people. 
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Even the A. P. correspondent in 
China, Mr. John Roderick, reported 
from Peiping on June 26 that American 
prestige is ‘‘careening downhill at a rate 
sO precipitous that it will take most 
drastic action in Washington to curb 
it.” Anti-American feeling, he wrote, 
is by no means merely a Communist or 
liberal manifestation, but extends to 


“bankers and businessmen generally,” ” 


who hold American policy responsible 
for fanning the “flames of civil war and 
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prolonging the period of economic un- 
rests 

“China problem” as a repetition of the 
Spanish “civil war,’ except that this 
time it is not-Hitler and Mussolini who 
are actively arming Fascists and prop- 
ping up a hated regime that could not 
stand othérwise. This time American 
reactionaries are the guilty ones. The 
difference is that the “China problem” 
is infinitely greater and the crisis a 
thousand times more menacing. 


VATICAN AIDS WAR ON CHINA 


By ABRAHAM CHAPMAN

it HE MOST SERIOUS threat to the peace 
of the world exists in China. The 
reactionary clique which dominates the 
National Government of Chiang Kai- 
shek has abandoned even the pretense 
of seeking a political solution for 
China’s problems. It has sent its armies 
into the field and the flames of war en- 
gulf China and threaten to spread fur- 
ther. 

In January of this year the Kuomin- 
tang participated in the Political Con- 
sultative Conference with the parties 
and political forces which still have no 
representation in the one-party dictator- 
ship which is the present Chinese Na- 
tional Government. At this Conference 
the Kuomintang entered into a compact 
promising a provisional coalition gov- 
ernment of all political parties, demo- 
cratic reforms and liberties, and Con- 
stitutional revisions. 

In March the Central Executive Com- 
mittee meeting of the Kuomintang re- 
neged on its January promises and turn- 
ed its back on the program of coalition 


government and sorely-needed demo- 
cratic reforms which it had endorsed 
in January. The decisions of the Kuo- 
mintang Central Executive Committee 
meeting were greeted with alarm by 
the Chinese people. 

Late in July Mme. Sun Yat-sen, re- 
spected spokesman of Chinese democ- 
tacy, broke a two-year political silence 
and appealed to the people of the Unit- 
ed States. Mme. Sun, declaring that 
war had already been launched in China, 
said in part: 

“Why do reactionaries inflame a war 
which they cannot win? Because they 
hope civil conflict in China will incite 
war between America and the U.S.S,R., 
and thus, at least, crush the Chinese 
Communists. The American people, who 
are our Allies and have long been our 
friends, must be told that this is the 
road to disaster. They must be told that 
American reactionaries are teaming up 
with Chinese reactionaries, each en- 
couraging the other. 


“They must be told that the presence 


of the United States armed forces on 


Chinese soil is not strengthening peace 
and order among the Chinese people. 
They must be warned that loans should 
be given only to a recognized and truly 
representative Government. They must 


be told that if America makes it plain 


she will not supply munitions or mili- 
tary equipment there will be no spread- 
ing Chinese war.” 

Fifty-six prominent Chinese issued 
a joint appeal along similar lines, 


- saying: 


“Your lend-lease loans, surplus prop- 
erty, marines and military mission will 
lead China into a prolonged state of 
civil war, for the Chinese people will 
fight relentlessly for a termination of 
fascism in their country. We therefore 
ask you to prohibit your Government 
from destroying our chances for peace 
and democracy and for maintaining use- 
ful diplomatic, economic and cultural 
relations with you.” 


Unmentioned Factor In China 


In the reactionary combination pro- 
moting war on China’s people one ac- 
tive force has so far escaped public men- 
tion. That force is the Vatican, whose 
spokesmen in the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy in China are among the most ard- 
ent and consistent bulwarks of the war 
clique. =. 

On the surface the position of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in China, 
where Catholics constitute such a small 
fragment of the total population, may 
seem inconsequential. Out of a total 
population of more than 450 million, 
the Roman Catholics in China number 
“nearly 4 million’ according to the 
China Handbook of 1943. 

There can be no doubt however as to 
the political significance that the Vati- 
can attaches to China in the framework 
of the‘ anti-democratic and anti-Soviet 
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crusade launched at the 1946 consistory 
of cardinals in Rome. 

This year the Vatican has showered 
attention and honors on the hierarchy in 
China which have significance far be-° 
yond the realm of internal church reor- 


ganization. For the first time in its his- 


tory the consistory selected a Cardinal 
from the Chinese hierarchy. One must 
attach political significance to the deci- 
sion since the Philippines—with more 
than twice the number of Roman Catho- 

lics—was, not so honored. 

On April 11, 1946, a Vatican decree 
raised the Roman Catholic Church in 
China from a missionary status and es- 
tablished a hierarchy. The New York 
Times of May 24, 1946, reported that 
“Vatican circles consider the move of 
great importance in bringing China 
into the number of countries where the 
Church is regularly organized.” 

The Chiang Kai-shek regime, on its 
part, maintains diplomatic relations with 
the Vatican. Chiang’s delegate to the 
Vatican is Cheou Kang Sie. 


Political Archbishop—Yu Pin 

Bishop Paul Yu Pin was named first 
Archbishop of Nanking by Pope Pius 
XII at the secret consistory at which the 
appointments of 25 archbishops and 109 
bishops were recently announced. Arch- 
bishop Yu Pin is an active figure in 
Chinese politics and in American poli- 
tics as well—openly identified with op- 
position to a democratic coalition goy- 
ernment in China. He is a member of 
the People’s Political Council in China, 
and has visited the United States four 


' times, where he has spoken and written 


at length on Chinese political problems. 
As a matter of fact Paul Yu Pin is 
a link between Chinese and American ~ 
reaction in the war against the Chinese 
people. Archbishop Yu Pin is organi- 
cally linked with a group in the United 
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States which has consistently fought all 
policies which would lead to the demo- 
cratic. unification of China and to Chi- 
nese-Soviet cooperation and friendship. 
The group centers around a monthly 
magazine published in New York en- 
titled The China Monthly. 

It was in this magazine that Paul Yu 
Pin developed his ideas on postwar 
China while the war against Japan was 
still raging. In February, 1945, he de- 
veloped a long tirade against the Chi- 
nese Communists who were in the thick 
of the fighting against the Japanese fas- 
cists, and observed: 

“This is why we have driven them to 
the extreme corner of China and why 
we would certainly have exterminated 
them had not the Japanese forced Presi- 
dent Chiang to break off his campagin 

and turn against the invaders. .. . 
_ “China's problem of democracy, 
therefore, will be well taken care of if 
we ate allowed to chart our own course 
and are not pressured by foreign nations 
into compromises with Communistic 
powers.’’ (Emphasis mine—A. C.). 

Now that the Japanese have been de- 
feated the Chinese reactionaries are re- 
turning to the campaign of extermina- 
tion, which Archbishop Yu Pin so heart- 
ily endorsed. 


They Print The China Monthly 


The China Monthly describes itself as 
“A Journal of Sino-American Affairs 
and Far Eastern Trade’ and boasts of 
a circulation in China, India, Malaya, 
Philippines, Hawaii, Canada.and the 
United States. It bears all the earmarks 
of a commercial venture, and tries to 
camouflage its ‘links with the ‘Roman 
Catholic hierarchy. 

Paul Yu Pin is listed as Honorary 
Chairman of the magazine's Advisory 
board, without any indication of his 
position in the Chinese hierarchy. Mark 
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Tsai is listed as editor, without any in- 
dication of the fact that he is a Roman 
Catholic priest. Other priests as well 
are on the board without any indication 
of that fact. The magazine’s former ed- 
itor was the late Rt. Rev. Msgr. George 
Barry O’Toole, a professor of the Cath- 
olic University of America. 

In the face of all the subterfuge we 
should not expect The China Monthly 
to be listed as an official Roman Catho- 
lic publication but it is, in the National 
Catholic almanac. 

The China Monthly is the authentic 
voice, of reactionary Chinese and Amer- 
ican Catholics and reflects the viewpoint 
of the Chinese Roman Catholic hier- 
archy. 

Its most outstanding theme is a con- 
stant insistence that unity and a demo- 
cratic coalition government are NOT 
the solution for China. In June, 1945, 
the magazine featured an article by Fa- 
ther Carmae Shanahan who had returned 
from China. The article, entitled 
“China’s Communist Puzzle,” is a blunt 
rejection of democratic unity in China. 
In essence it amounts to a theoretical 
espousal of civil war. Without mincing 
any words Father Shanahan wrote: 

“Unity seems an easy solution. But 
unity is not the key, because to most of 
the interested puzzle - solvers, unity 
means a coalition in power and place. 
That would lead certainly to disorder 
and weakness in the government and 
army, with fear and distrust among the 
people. It is not such unity, tried and 
already found wanting, but true sub- 


“mission, with the strength and order it 


brings, ae is the proper solution.” 
Father Shanahan’s tirade against 
unity in China was not confined to the 
relatively limited number of readers 
of The China Monthly. The entire ar- 
ticle was inserted in the Congressional 
Record by Rep. Walter H. Judd and 


Was ammunition in the hands of the 
American reactionaries who have suc- 
ceeded in shaping American policy in 
support of war on the Chinese people. 

Other material from The China 
Monthly was inserted into the Congres- 
sional Record by the House Majority 
leader, John W. McCormack. 


The China Monthly vigorously op- 
posed the publicly-announced objective 
of General Marshall’s mission in China, 
General Marshall has not unified China. 
Even during his negotiations America 
assisted in the movement of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s troops and heaped military 
and financial assistance upon the war 
clique, thus tipping the scales against 
peace for China. 

The China Monthly editorials were 
an accurate reflection of the position of 
the reactionaries in China and the Unit- 
ed States who were preparing for war 
under cover of General Marshall’s unity 
talks. In March The China Monthly 
came out flatly against the unity talks 
which were already being sabotaged 
by the Central Executive Committee of 
the Kuomintang. 

In July an article by a frequent China 
Monthly contributor, one Alfred Kohl- 
berg, hysterically shrieked: 

“General Marshall may yet succeed 
in inducing the Generalissimo to com- 
promise with the bandits who have rav- 
aged Manchuria and all North China.” 

The “bandits who have ravaged Man- 
churia” happen to be the Chinese who 
organized opposition to the Japanese 
army and fought fascism, while Chiang 
Kai-shek’s representatives in Manchuria 
capitulated to the Japanese and became 
their puppets. 

The August issue of the magazine 
featured an editorial entitled ‘““Too Lit- 
tle and Too Late” which concluded bald- 
ly that “no agreement is possible.” 

Shortly after Madame Sun Yat-sen’s 
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appeal appeared in the American press, 
Secretary of State Byrnes received a let- 
ter with fifty signatures attacking Mme. 
Sun’s statement. The letter to Byrnes, 
replete with lurid anti-Soviet accusa- 
tions, reads like a rehash of China 
Monthly editorials. At least one promi- 
nent associate of The China Monthly— 
Alfred Kohlberg—was among the sign- 
ers. Among other things the letter to 
Byrnes declared: 
“We fear that the present American 
policy of pressure for a coalition gov- 
ernment, (sic!) if successful, will re- 
sult, (as did our pressure for a coalition 
government in Poland and Yugoslavia) 
in making China a satellite of Russia. 
In this case the United States will face 
across the ever-narrowing Pacific, a mil- 
itary empire of 950,000,000 inhabitants 
directed by the dictator in the Kremlin.” 


This effrontery to the normal process- 
es of logic is particularly .remarkable 
in view of the fact that Soviet forces 
have been withdrawn while American 
troops and American military supplies 
figure prominently in China. 


Aim At Russia Through China 

The reactionary forces grouped 
around The China Monthly, with Arch- 
bishop Yu Pin as their honorary adviser, 
are not merely engaged in publishing a 
magazine. They are engaged in applying 
pressure. upon the course of American 
policy in China in favor of imperialist 
intervention and conflict with Russia. 

The anti-Soviet propaganda in The 
China Monthly is reminiscent of the 
style and approach of Father Coughlin’s 
late Social Justice, It is also reminiscent 
of the Nazi press. 

The thesis expounded month in and 
month out is that the Soviet Union is 
the successor to the Axis—with the im- 
plicit undertone that war against the 
Soviet Union is the desired goal. The 
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simple historical truth that the Soviet 
; Union was a major force in the anti- 
Axis camp, in the defeat of the Axis, 
_ and is now a major force in pressing 
for de-Nazification and the defeat of 
Franco fascism in Spain is conveniently 
by-passed. An editorial in April, 1946, 
merrily perverts historical reality, and 
beats the war drums in the following 
_ language: 

“The policies and the numerous ag- 
gressive acts of the Soviet Union, both 
in Europe and in Asia, indicate that she 
has all the qualifications to be the suc- 
cessor not only of Japan but also of all 
the former Axis powers.” 


. _ Cardinal Tien Is For War Now 


In this spirit editorials and articles 
in The China Monthly \avished the 
most fulsome praise on Winston 
_ Churchill’s call for a third world war. 
An associate editor of the magazine 
(July, 1946) picks up where Hitler 
. 
___ left off and proposes:

Tea, “Mayhap (now that they are going 
oe, cs in for investigating nations that are 
__ supposed to be threats to world peace) 
the U.N. might measure up to its human 
7 dignity and responsibilities and send a 
_ committee to Soviet Russia to investi- 
gate the enemies of the human race— 
who alone are threats to world peace.” 
This attempt to whitewash the Franco 
Spain threat to peace, which was up 
__— *before the U.N. at the time, is all 
too transparent and fully in keeping 
with Vatican policy. 
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Tien—to sound the most blatant cry 


for a third world war which has yet been - 


issued. Returning to China after receiv- 
ing the red hat in Rome, Cardinal Tien 
declared: ‘‘a new world war is definitely 
inevitable. If fought immediately or in 
the not too distant future it would save 
more lives and avoid more destruction 
than a delayed war.” (PM, June 26, 
1946) 

Consistent with this thesis the Yu 
Pins and their associates are doing ev- 
erything in their power to get that war 
going, and they have gotten off to a 
tragic start in China. 

In the light of Archbishop Yu Pin’s 
writings and the position of the publica- 
tion he is associated with, we can readily 
assess the significance of his conferences 
with Americans prominent in govern- 
ment and politics during his visits to 
the United States. Cardinal Tien too has 
visited the United States. On his way to 
Rome he was the honored guest at a cel- 
ebration in New York’s Chinatown, was 
the guest of Cardinal Spellman and flew 
to Rome with him. 

American intervention in China has 
already produced a war of reaction 
against the Chinese people. It is unilat- 
eral action of the baldest sort which 
undermines the United Nations and 
threatens the peace of the whole world. 


The withdrawal of American troops 


from China and immediate cessation 
of American aid to the Chiang Kai-shek 


regime top the agenda for world peace. 


China is suffering because political power bas been monopolized by an 
extremely reactionary and exceedingly despotic political faction dominated 
by a group of stupid, corrupt ignoramuses. This conglomeration is the 
Kuomintang, the Nationalist Party—Prof. Chang Hsi-jo, member of the 
Kuomintang party and of its National People’s Political Council. 


BRAZIL PREPARES FOR WAR

The Catholic Circle of the Friends of Jacques Maritain wrote to Prestes: 
". . . faithful to the teachings of Jacques Maritain, we pledge oun 
wholehearted support of your statements and believe that an imperial- 
ist war would be a horrible crime against the Brazilian people.” 


Apes TACITURN President of Brazil, 
General Eurico Gaspar Dutra, has 
lived up to his pre-election description 
as “‘one of the most typical representa- 
tives of reaction.” 

One of the first steps of his govern- 
ment was to uphold the validity of the 
*Vargas-imposed, pro-fascist Constitu- 
tion of 1937. The industrial and land- 
owning oligarchy, which controls the 
majority of the deputies in the Constit- 
uent Assembly, wanted to retain the 
Constitution of 1937 as long as possible 
in order to use its provisions against 
organized labor. General Dutra and his 
Minister of. War, General Goes Mon- 
teiro, put the screws on the deputies and 
the Constituent Assembly, with the 
votes of the Partido Social Democratico 
(the Dutra machine) and the Partido 
Trabalhista (the Vargas machine), kept 
the constitution of Vargas in force. 
Since then a committee has been con- 
ducting a leisurely study in preparation 
for drafting a new constitution. 

Under Dutra, organized labor has 
been the object of a campaign of slan- 
der and violence. To aid the campaign, 
the President signed a decree “‘to regu- 
late labor relations” which in fact abol- 
ished the right to strike. Workers can- 
not strike without the previous approval 
of the Government; and in the case of 
“fundamental activities” (a phrase the 
coverage of which depends upon the 
whim of the Government) it is a ‘‘crim- 
inal offense’ to foster any strike or to 
“obstruct maliciously” the execution of 
decisions made by public authorities. 
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Labor leaders who disobey are subject 
to preventive imprisonment. This is the 
kind of decree possible under the Con- 
stitution of 1937. 

Since labor was gradually ousting the 
Government’s agents from the leader- 
ship of unions, another decree was is- 
sued which keeps the present executives 
of unions in office for another year. 

The banning of meetings protesting 
against the Constitution of 1937, the 
breaking up of strikes and the anti-labor 
campaign have been carried on in an at- 
mosphere full of references to the im- 
minence of World War III. 

As part of the psychological prepara- 
tion for such a war, a journalist inter- 
viewed the leader of the Brazilian Com- 
munists, Luiz Carlos Prestes, on the po- 
sition which would be taken by the Left 
if Brazil were to make common cause 
with an “imperialist power” in an anti- 
Soviet war. Prestes replied: “We would 
act as the men of the French and Italian 
Resistance who rose against Petain and 
Mussolini. We would resist any anti- 
Soviet imperialist war. . res 

The publication of this statement pro- 
voked a great hue and cry. Demands 
were raised to try Prestes and execute 
him. But Prestes received unexpected 
support. Representatives of the middle 
class sent innumerable letters expressing 
solidarity with him. One of these was 
Sergio Gomes, brother of defeated pres- 
idential candidate Brigadier Eduardo 
Gomes, who, underlining his Catholic- 
ism, wrote: “If Brazil is compelled by 
the Yankees to join an attack on Russia, 
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I will take up arms with the Russians 
and against this government . . .”’ Also, 
the Catholic Circle of the Friends of 
Jacques Maritain wrote to Prestes: “... 
faithful to the teachings of Jacques Mar- 
itain, we pledge our wholehearted sup- 
port of your statements and believe that 
an imperialist war would be a horrible 


crime against the Brazilian people.” 


The debate took another unexpected 
turn when Prestes pointed out that those 
who consistently distorted his views 
found nothing objectionable in the con- 
tinued existence of United States’ bases 
in Brazil. The question of the bases be- 
came a nationwide issue. The Govern- 
ment had to make repeated statements 
reassuring the people that some bases 
have been returned and that ‘‘promptly”’ 
or “very soon” all of them would be 
handed over to Brazil. However, the 
parliamentary debate disclosed that the 
bases had been given to the United 
States by former President Vargas with- 
out any condition whatsoever attached 
and without fixing any date for their 
evacuation. The official explanation for 
the delay in recovering the bases is that 
the Brazilian technicians are incompetent. 


The World War III atmosphere in 
Brazil has also been evident in connec- 
tion with the Truman Plan for standard- 
izing and supplying the armaments of 
the Western Hemisphere. Admiral Mar- 
tins of Brazil stated that the object of 
the continental bloc was ‘‘to avoid the 
repetition of the mistake of waging a 
defensive war.’ The Foreign Minister, 
Joao Neves da Fontoura, made a state- 
ment to a correspondent of the New 
York Herald Tribune to the effect that 
reconciliation should be athieved with 
Argentina and a Latin American bloc 
against the Soviet Union should be built. 
The Foreign Minister's statement was 
denied officially, but there was little 
doubt as to its authenticity.

It is in keeping with this outlook that 
a neo-fascist bureaucracy should appear.

The position of Pereira Lira and Col. 
Imbassay of the Rio de Janeiro police 
was adequately demonstrated by the ma- 
chine-gunning of a peaceful meeting on 
the Largo de Carioca in the very center 
of the city at the end of May. 


Other indications of the trend under 
Dutra include: The use of a formidable 
concentration of warships, airplanes, 
troops and police to smash an anti- 
Franco strike staged by the heroic steve- 
dores of Santos; the fact that meetings 
of the fascist Integralistas have been 
held under the protection of the police 
and the army; and the rush of the not- 
so-neutral liberals to climb on the band- 
wagon. 


Concerning the latter, Brigadier 
Gomes’ National Democratic Union is 
trying to reach an understanding’ with 
Dutra. A wing formed by its parlia- 
mentary leader Octavio Mangabeira and 
Col. Juracy Magalhaes has been negoti- 
ating for an agreement which would 
give their party many jobs in provincial 
administrations (as has occurred already 
in Bahia), which would include a united 
front against labor, and which would 
provide full support for Dutra’s foreign 


policy.

ORVILLE WRIGHT CRITICIZES U.S. PEACE DELEGATES 


Orville Wright, who celebrated his 75th birthday on August 19, gave 
one of his rare interviews to Herbert A. Shaw, staff writer of The Dayton 
Daily News. It appeared in that paper Sunday, August 18. 

“Mr. Wright,” said Shaw, “expressed the belief that our representatives 
at the Paris peace conference and in the United Nations do not properly 
represent the thoughts of the masses of people in the United States. He 
thinks they represent more the thought of a minority who believe in pre- 
serving capitalism unimpaired as opposed to soctalism.” 

Mr. Wright is quoted as saying: 

“The effort for world peace has developed into a cat and dog fight 
through the introduction of opinions of delegates on questions of socialism 
and capitalism. There is no good reason why these should have been brought 
into a matter of world peace. . 

“The people of the United States want peace. Russia wants peace. One 
year ago when the fighting ended the people of America had a friendly 
feeling for Russia and Russia for America. This feeling changed when 
American newspapers suddenly began printing stories that Russian spies 
were hiding in nearly every nook and cranny of our country and that there 
was danger of war with Russia. 

“These stories started just at the time of Churchill's visit to America,” 
he continued. “That may have been pure coincidence... . 

“The United States is a democracy. We will never have Communism 
here unless the people want it. Russia cannot force it upon us. The most 
she can do is to preach it to us as we preach Christianity throughout the . 
world... 

“There are many in America, especially among the rich, who not only 
do not want Communism preached here, but who foster propaganda to make 
it appear there is something of 4 criminal nature in Communism. 

“T am not a Communist,” Mr. Wright declared, “and I have never 
cast a vote for socialism, but I do believe there are some good things in 
socialism which should be given serious consideration.” 

Returning to his discussion of the peace conference and the United 
Nations, Mr. Wright said it is his belief that we started off wrong in the 
first place by putting our representation in the United Nations in the hands 
of those who believed mare in power politics than they did in diplomacy. 

“Consequently,” he says, “an American bloc composed of 21 countries 
of North and South America was organized. Among them were a number 
of military dictatorships. . . . Forming this bloc in advance of the U. N. 
conference naturally created apprehension and suspicion in some of the 
other countries taking part in the conference.”

DR. CARL G. JUNG—NAZI COLLABORATIONIST 


—Boasting of his continued anti-Semitism, he proclaimed: “In 1930 


I wrote it officially on my banner—a necessary reform in psychology...’

HEN DR. CARL G. JUNG of Kis- 

nacht-Zurich, Switzerland, emerg- 
ed as the editor of the Nazified Zentral- 
blatt fir Psychotherapie, published in 
Leipzig, Germany, there was surprise 
even among those who knew of his pre- 
vious pro-Nazi activities. On February 
27, 1934, the Neue Zurcher Zeitung, 
largest and most influential Swiss daily 
newspaper, published an article by Dr. 
G. Bally headed Germanic Psycho- 
therapy (Deutschstammige Psychothera- 
pie), sharply critical of Jung’s collabora- 
tion with the Nazis. 

‘Jung replied with two articles headed 
Present Day Affairs (Zeitgendssisches), 
the first of which appeared on March 
13, 1934. Therein he declared: 

“I prefer to relate the facts which 
have prompted me to assume the edi- 
torship of the Zentralblatt speak for 
themselves . . . In doing so a moral 
conflict arose within me . . . was I 
to hide myself as a prudent citizen 
of a neutral country, behind the safety 
of the Swiss border, and wash my 
handsgin innocence, or was I—as I 
was well aware—to stick out my own 
neck and expose myself to the un- 
avoidable misunderstanding which no 
one can escape who, out of a higher 
necessity, has to come to terms with 
the powers that be in Germany? Was 
I to sacrifice the interests of science, 
the bonds of amity and friendship to 
so many German physicians, and the 
connecting link so vital to the rela- 
tionship of our common German cul- 
ture?’ (italics mine) 

Jung continued in the same vein, em- 
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phasizing the altruistic motives which 
had prompted him to come to the rescue 
of his German colleagues. However, he 
confessed that, since the Zentralblatt 
was published in Germany, it became 
necessary for all its associates to pledge 
allegiance and to be politically above 
reproach. Then he attempted to justify 
the “New Way” (which he had previ- 
ously extolled*) with these startling 
declarations: ‘ 
“We in Switzerland are not able to 
understand such a necessity, although 
we could if we put ourselves back 
three or four centuries into a time 
when the Church claimed totalitarian 
power. At that time the use of barbed 
wire was unknown and there were, 
for that matter, no concentration 
camps (italics mine). However, the 
Church consumed considerable kin- 
dling-wood.” [for burning human- 
beings at the stake} 
There was Jung’s confession, in March 
1934, that he was well aware of what 
was happening in the German concen- 
tration camps. But what type of reason- 
ing did this internationally known psy- 
chiatrist employ to condone it? When 
and where did two wrongs ever make a 
right? Just how did the tortures and per- 
secutions of the Inquisition justify the 
policy of the Nazis? 
Jung cited the case of Galileo, who, 
under torture, had to renounce his scien- 
tific findings, as an explanation as to

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why he (Jung) voluntarily collaborated 
with the Nazis. He further confused the 
issue with this statement: 
“To be a martyr is a quite unusual 
calling for which one needs a specific 
endowment.” 
Was Jung declaring that he was not 
brave enough to remain ‘‘a prudent citi- 


zen of a neutral country, behind the. 


safety of the Swiss border’? Or was he 
posing as a martyr because “ out of a 
higher necessity’ he had “‘come to terms 
with the powers that be in Germany’’? 
Jung, himself, revealed his true position 
with such declarations as the following: 
“If Galileo were alive today he and 
Mr. Einstein together would be bask- 
ing on the beaches of Los Angeles 
and would be ‘well to do’, because 
in a liberal era Science has taken the 
place of God. But now there has been 
‘a metamorphosis of the gods’ and 
the State has become Lord of this 
world. More than half of Europe has 
already been devoured. The sciences, 
the art of healing and every other art 


get seven lean after every seven fat _ 


years. For that reason they must learn 
to adapt themselves. To protest is 
ridiculous! Who can protest against 
an avalanche? One had better be care- 
ful! Science is not interested in chal- 
lenging avalanches but has to conserve 
its fruits even under changed condi- 
tions of life.” 

That was Jung in March 1934, already 
preaching the “defeatist’ line, that op- 
position to the Nazis was hopeless. 

He clarified his position further: 

“In Germany, at present, everything 

must be ‘German’ if it is to survive. 

Even the art of healing must be ‘Ger- 

man’, and this because of political 

reasons. From the standpoint of the 
art of healing it is irrelevant whether 
it is called ‘German’ or ‘French’ but, 
above all, it is important that it 
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lives, and lives even under difficult 

conditions, as I know all too well. It 

is a cheap joke to ridicule ‘Germanic’ - 
psychotherapy.” 

Again Jung emphasized the altruism 
which motivated his voluntary collabora- 
tion with the Nazis: 

“I offered my assistance in the re- 
organization of the psychotherapeutic 
movement in Germany . . . If anyone 
should call on me to come to the res- 
cue of the human soul I will follow 
the call anywhere.” 


Boasted of His Anti-Semitism 


He continued to defend his choice of 
the “higher necessity”; he quoted Jesus 
Christ in attempting to justify his own 
behavior: ‘““Render to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s, and to God the things 
that are God's.” 

In the second of his articles in the 
Neue Zircher Zeitung, Jang—who had 
previously announced himself as an “in- 
veterate democrat’ — proceeded with 
his mission of selling Nazism to his 
fellow-Swiss. He declared: 

“It makes no sense if we physicians 

confront the National Socialistic Gov- 

ernment as if we were a political 
party.” 

“T admit I am imprudent, and even 

so imprudent that I do something 

which is most likely to be misunder- 
stood: I put the Jewish question on 
the table of the house. I have done 
this deliberately . . . The Jewish prob- 
lem is a complex, a festering wound 

.. . No responsible physician can af- 

ford to hush it up.” 

From here Jung followed up with an 
attempt to explain the differences be- 
tween ‘Jewish psychology” and “Aryan- 
Germanic-Christian-European _ psychol- 
ogy.” He stated:

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“People have called me a Swiss 

‘queer-head’. I do not mind possess- 

ing Swiss national faults; and I am 

ready to admit that I am prejttdiced 
in every respect in the Swiss sense 

. . . I do not feel offended if I am 

called “Teutonically confused’, ‘mys- 

tic’, ‘moralizing’, etc. I am even 
proud .. . Therefore, is one not per- 
mitted to say there is a Jewish psy- 
chology which confesses the prejudice 
of its blood and its history? And is 
not one permitted to ask what makes 
up the differences between an essen- 
tially Jewish and an essentially Chris- 
tian concept? Is it a fact that I should 
be the only one among psychologists 
who possesses that peculiar and sub- 
jectively prejudiced organ of cogni- 
tion, while the Jew apparently feels 
deeply prejudiced if-anybody assumes 
he is a Jew? . . . I confess my utter 
incapacity to grasp what sort of crime 
it is to speak of ‘Jewish psychology’.”’ 

Jung knew that, before the advent of 
Hitler, anti-Semitism had been only an 
endemic mental illness. Authoritative 
anthropologists—such as Franz Boas— 
had proved that Jews are not a race but 
a combination of races ethnologically in- 
distinguishable from the other members 
of any community. However, Jung, the 
psychologist, knew that anti-Semitism 
was contagious and, in his typical 
pseudo-scientific manner, he worked 
to infect the rest of the world. 

Freud’s accusations,* dating back ap- 
proximately thirty years, were entirely 
justified when Jung confessed that as 
far back as 1913 he had brought up 
the “Jewish problem.’ Boasting of his 
continued anti-Semitism he proclaimed: 

“In 1930 I wrote it officially on my 

banner — a necessary reform in psy- 
_ chology.”

When he found himself incapable of 
replying adequately to Dr. Bally's log- 
ical scientifically-propounded questions 
Jung sarcastically declared: 

“It is, therefore, with pleasure that 

I find myself in the role of an idiot 

who is not able to explain the differ- 

ences between Jews and Christians.” 
That was one of the rare occasions when 
Jung told an entire truth. 

Jung concluded his second article as 
follows: 

“It is very unfortunate and confusing, 
I admit, that my scientific program, 
without my willingness and against 
my positive wish, should have been 
coupled with a political manifesto; 
but, such an occurrence, regrettable as 
it is, has very often the effect of bring- 
ing problems into the light of day 
which previously had been carefully 
circumvented.” 

It is important to note that the above- 
quoted two articles from the Neue 
Zircher Zeitung — irrefutable proof of 
Jung’s voluntary collaboration with the 
Nazis—are in the United States even 
today listed as one of Jung’s achieve- 
ments. (See The Psychology of Jung, by 
Jolan Jacobi— page 152. Publisher: 
Yale University Press. Included in the 
same bibliographical list are other of 
Jung’s pro-Nazi writings.) 

In 1935 the editors of Fortune 
brought out their carefully prepared 
book titled The Nervous Breakdown 
(Publisher: Doubleday Doran & Co.). 
On page 66 appeared this statement: 

‘““A mystic and an anti-Semite .. . 

Jung is said to be hand in glove with 

the Nazis.” it 

Among the psychiatrists consulted in 
the preparation of this book were Drs. 
Neil A. Dayton, Beatrice Hinkle, Nolan 
D. C. Lewis, Karl A. Menninger, Adolf 
Meyer, John A. P. Millet, Arthur H. 
Ruggles and Frankwood E. Williams. 


They studied copies of the manuscript 
before publication. Each and every one 
was given the opportunity to voice his 
disagreement with any statements ap- 
pearing therein. Not one of these au- 
thorities dissented on the above-quoted 
statement concerning Jung. 


Honored by Harvard 


_ The first issue of 1936 inaugurated 
a change in the outward appearance of 
the Nazi-directed Zentralblatt fir Psy- 
chotherapie. Now the names of “Reichs- 
fiilhrer’’ Goring and Carl G. Jung were 
listed as co-editors of the publication. 
Jung must have been in accord with the 
new arrangement for he continued his 
pro-Nazi activities with unabated zeal. 

In September 1936 Harvard Univer- 
sity, celebrating its tercentenary, invited 
many of the world’s distinguished scien- 
tists and educators. For those who at- 
tended it was, indeed, an opportunity to 
consider the world’s current and im- 
pending problems. The Nazis, celebrat- 
ing their successes, had assembled for a 
monster rally at Nuernberg. The time 
was a significant one. 

One of the savants invited by Har- 
vard was Carl G. Jung, who partici- 
pated in a symposium on ‘Facts Con- 
trolling Human Behavior.” Needless to 
say, he omitted any mention of his’ re- 
cent writings which enthusiastically up- 
held the cult of the resurrected Wotan,* 
mythological German God of War. The 
university conferred upon Jung its doc- 
torate honoris causa. It is certainly per- 
tinent to ask why no American psychi- 
atrist voiced an audible objection. 

Whenever Jung has been accused of 
collaboration with the Nazis his de- 
fenders have usually employed the de- 
vice of enumerating honors bestowed

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upon him. Of course, the degree from 
Harvard enjoys precedence. However, 
there may be decided differences of 
Opinion as to the value of an honor con- 
ferred under the conditions which pre- 
vailed. Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy 
—by official invitation—were well rep- 
resented at the Harvard Tercentenary. 
Perhaps the political spirit of the cele- 
bration can be better judged when one 
considers that no scientists from the 
U.S.S.R. were present. 

One of the most important happen- 
ings connected with the occasion re- 
ceived no mention of any sort in the 
daily press. As far as this writer knows, 
only one publication,® a weekly, printed 
this inspiring news: 

“The name most closely identified 

with modern science in popular im- 

agination was on the list of lectures 

only by conscious fraud. Einstein had 
declined to lecture as long as dele- 
gates from Nazi Germany were to be 
present at a cultural gathering, but 
the management, afraid of so glaring 
an omission, had registered his name 
only to announce a day or two before 
his lecture that Einstein was unable to 
come because of his wife’s sickness.” 

This writer has verified the above re- 
port through a source that is absolutely 
unimpeachable. The record shows that 
Einstein—whom Jung had tried to ridi- 


cule and defame—trefused Harvard Uni- 


versity’s invitation. It is apropos to men- 
tion here: that only recently Einstein 
accepted an honorary degree from a 
Negro educational institution—Lincoln 
University. 


‘A Caste of Knights” 


On his way back from the Harvard 
Tercentenary Jung’s first stop was Eng- 
land, where he was also made welcome.

In London he lectured to physicians on 
“Psychology and National Problems.’’* 
When interviewed by a correspondent 
of the Observer, “London’s Independent 
Conservative Newspaper,” he ‘‘branched 
out into a psycho-political analysis.” In 
fact, he assumed the role of an expert 
on economics, juggling with such terms 
as “inflation,” “devaluation” and ‘“‘dilu- 
tion.” When describing the social and 
economic conditions prevailing in that 
cyclic state he termed “insecurity,” he 
injected this statement compounded 
from propaganda he had previously em- 
ployed: 

“Since nature is aristocratic, the valu- 

able part of the population is reduced 

to the level of misery.” 

To establish the identity of the “aris- 
tocratic,” the “valuable part of the 
population,” Jung lashed out at those 


whom he did not consider in that cate- 


gory. He declared: 

“Communistic or Socialistic democ- 
tacy is an upheaval of the unfit 
against attempts at order . . . This 
state of disorder called democratic 
freedom or liberalism brings its own 
reactions—enforced order.” 

Jung was aping Hitler with a typical 
joint attack on communism, the British 
Labor Party, democracy and liberalism. 
Now he warmed up to his task of prais- 
ing National Socialism: 

“The S.S. men are being transformed 

into a caste of knights ruling 60 mil- 

lion natives.” 

What Jung omitted mentioning was that 
the official party song of Germany’s new 
“knighthood in flower’? was dedicated 
to a gangster-pimp, and that its theme 
s “We Spit On Freedom.”

Then Jung made these revealing 
declarations: 

“I have just come from America, 
where I saw Roosevelt. Make no mis- 
take, he is a force—a man of superior 
and inpenetrable mind, but perfectly 
ruthless .-. . He has the most amaz- 
ing power complex, the Mussolini 
substance, the stuff of a dictator abso- 
lutely.”” 

“There are two kinds of dictators— 

the chieftain type and the medicine- 

man type. Hitler is the latter. He is a 

medium, German policy is not made; 

it is revealed through Hitler. He is 
the mouthpiece of the gods of old. 

He says the word which expresses 

everybody’s resentment . . . That is 

rule by revelation . . . Hence the sen- 
sitiveness of Germans to criticism or 
abuse of their leader. It is blasphemy 
to them, for Hitler is the Sybil, the 

Delphic oracle.” 

Here was Hitler — mouthpiece of 
Wotan — depicted as a female. Did 
Jung, who consistently used the stuff of 
mythology for his weird psychological 
theories, forget that the Sybils and the 
Delphic oracle were female? How could 
Hitler be—at one time—both a medi- 
cine-man and a supernaturally-gifted fe- 
male? Was Jung speaking figuratively or, 
literally? Perhaps some of Jungs’ decla- 
rations at a later date will help clarify 
the question: 

“I shouldn’t wonder if it may be 

shown that he (Hitler) has sacrificed 

his sex life entirely to the cause. This 
is not an unusual thing, especially for 

the type of medicine-man leader. . . 

You could say that he has a tremen- 

dous mother complex, which means 

that. he will be under the domination 
of either a woman or an idea. Idea is

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always female. Mind is female, be- 
cause the head, the brain is creative; 
hence like a womb, female. The un- 
conscious of a man is always repre- 
sented by a woman; that of a woman 
always by a man.” 


As this writer pointed out in his first . 


article, the urge to be pre-eminent—to 
supplant Freud—became a ruling pas- 
sion in Jung. To displace Freud’s find- 
ings on bisexuality Jung cooked up his 
theory of the ‘‘animus” and “anima,” 
with which he concocted the above- 
quoted analysis of Hitler. In addition, 
there is a liberal sprinkling of some- 
thing resembling Freud’s “Oedipus 
Complex.”” Jung has designed all his 
theories to be palatable to the prudishly- 
inclined. One should remember that, in 
the Nazi-directed publication which he 
edited, he attacked the ‘‘dirty mind” of 
Freud and labeled his findings ‘‘the 
garbage-pail of unfulfillable childhood 
wishes.” It was Jung’s prerogative to 
reject any or all of Freud’s theories. 
However, his denunciation, based on 
‘moral or aesthetic grounds, was illogical 
—-scientifically invalid. 

Jung concluded his lecture to the Lon- 
don physicians with this dose of poison, 
disguised as a bouquet to ‘‘the valuable 
part of the population”: . 

“Without the aristocratic ideal there 


is no stability. You in England owe it 


to the ‘gentleman’ that you possess 

the world.” 

The cunning, always-expedient Jung 
was employing a type of propaganda de- 
signed specially for the occasion. His- 
tory proved that Jung knew the fertility 
of the ground on which he was working. 

The receptions accorded Jung in the

United States and England must have 
been extremely gratifying to Dr. M. H. 
Goring, co-editor of the Zentralblatt fir 
Psychotherapie, and to other high-rank- 
ing Nazis. 


More Honors to Come 


When one considers the hospitality 
extended Jung in the United States and 
England there can be no doubt that he 
had influential friends and allies. How- 
evet, the difficult problem is to explain 
the number of intellectuals — psychia- 
trists, psychologists, educators, men of 
letters, etc.— who were bedazzled by 
this luminary from the Nazi constella- 
tion. 

The amazing fact is that Jung’s suc- 
cesses had only just begun. Despite his 
open attack on Franklin D. Roosevelt 
he was to be the recipient of an addi- 
tional honor in the United States—an 
invitation from another of our leading 
universities to deliver a series of lectures 
under the auspices of one of its founda- 
tions ‘dedicated to the welfare of man- 
kind’. Furthermore, influential Ameri- 
can publications, of various types, were 
to heap praises upon him and publish 
his pro-Nazi propaganda. One of the 
internationally famous English univer- 
sities was to confer upon Jung still an- 
other honor. It was only natural that he 
was to grow increasingly confident of 
total victory for Hitler and the Nazis 
and, accordingly, that he was to become 
bolder and more arrogant.

HOLY INQUISITION FOR AMERICA?

—The National Conference of Christians and Jews recommends the 
books of Dr. William Thomas Walsh. Dr. Walsh advocates Roman 
Catholic rule of the United States complete with Inquisition. 


ve GOOD NEIGHBOR of mine, a devout 
Catholic, not so long ago drew my 
attention to several interesting books by 
Dr. William Thomas Walsh, the dis- 
tinguished professor of English at Man- 
hattanville College of the Sacred Heart, 
New York City. They are the Characters 
of the Inquisition and Isabella of Spain 
and are found on the shelves of virtually 
all libraries in Roman Catholic parishes 
and schools, in which the English lan- 
guage is employed. They are widely dis- 
tributed among non-Catholics as well. 
My neighbor thought that it would be 
well for me to read those books, con- 
fident that from their pages I would learn 
much about the attitude of the Roman 
Catholic Church toward my people and 
toward the religious tenets which they 
profess and practice. 

As I looked at the titles of the books, 
I recalled that several years ago the Rev. 
Dr. Theodore Lewis, a progressive and 
much respected rabbi in Brooklyn, N. Y.., 
had reviewed one of the volumes (in the 
Reconstructionist, March 7, 1941) and 
that Dr. Cecil Roth, the eminent Jewish 
historian of Oxford, England, had ex- 
posed the fallacies of the other (in the 
Dublin Review, October, 1932, pp. 219- 
231), but as far as I know no other Jew- 
ish periodical devoted any space to 
them, even after Dr. Roth and Dr. 
Lewis had pointed out their sinister 
nature. Moreover, I have the impression 
that in several lists of books released by 
so-called good-will agencies these works 


were offered as recommended reading. 


Inasmuch as Dr. Walsh's books appear 


on such lists and appear to be widely — 
read by both Roman Catholics and Prot- ” 
estants, it occurred to me that a candid 
and fair appraisal of their contents is 
very much needed. Such an appraisal 
will easily demonstrate that the books 
contain much ‘sinister propaganda, what- 
ever purpose their publication may have 
been designed to serve. What is surpris- 
ing is that, even after Dr. Roth’s and Dr. 
Lewis’s-articles appeared, not one of the 
several well-financed defense and good- 
will agencies, the functioning of which 
are made possible with funds largely 
supplied from Jewish private and com- 

munal sources, has made any attempt to 

deal appropriately with these books, as 

they should have done. For reasons 

which ought to be made known, they _ 
failed to do so. The damage is far-reach- 

ing and durable. 


NCC] Approves Walsh's Books 

In fact, one such agency, the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews, Inc., 
went out of its way to have Dr. Walsh's 
books entered in its various lists of rec- 
ommended publications, presumably for 
the good of the Catholics, Protestants 
and Jews in whose name and on whose 
behalf the Conference so often presumes 
to speak, though without official author- 
ity to do so from any of these groups. 
In this case, it consciously or uncon- 
sciously rendered a service which it prob- _ 
ably did not intend to, for it repeatedly 
recommended books in which the au- 
thor, a distinguished Catholic scholar 
and writer, Eraniely re reveals what role the 


Roman Catholic Church intends to play 
in the United States of America. 
It is more than interesting, indeed, it 
is rather significant, that another book, 
which dealt with some aspects of the 
impact upon the Jews of the Inquisi- 
tion’s activities and which appeared 
simultaneously with the publication of 
Dr. Walsh’s work, was for several years 
deliberately ignored in all of the lists 
of recommended religious books issued 
by the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews, Inc. I refer to the Jews 
of Spain, The Jewish Publication Socie- 
ty of America, Philadelphia, 1942, a 
well-written contribution to historical 
writing by Dr. Abraham A. Neuman, 
an eminent Jewish scholar who has been 
occupying, with distinction but with un- 
due modesty, the chair of Jewish history 
in the Dropsie College, Philadelphia, 
Pa., and who, since 1941, is also its 
president. Dr. Roger B. Merriman of 
Harvard University, who is considered 
the greatest of authorities on the history 
of Spain now living in the English- 
speaking world, says of Dr. Neuman’s 
remarkable work that “the most notable 
feature of the whole book is its freedom 
from partisanship or bias.” Such a dis- 
tinguished book was unreasonably and 
somewhat mysteriously banished from 
the book lists of the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews. In fact, in 
1943, the committee of three reputable 
Jewish scholars appointed by the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians and Jews 
to compile the list of Jewish books in- 
cluded Dr. Neuman’s work. But when 
the list was published Dr. Neuman’s 
book was omitted from it, to the em- 
barrassment of the committee and oth- 
ers as well. In the light of the remarkable 
treatment given the Walsh and Neuman 
books by the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, one can not help 
concluding that it is more concerned 
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with advancing the interests of the 
Roman Catholic Church in America than 
it is with the welfare of the Jews upon

dependent. 


Walsh Retails Libels As Valid 

These works by Dr. Walsh are well 
written. Their author offers adequate 
proof that he is abreast of all the re- 
search in the subject with which he 
deals. Unfortunately they are marred by 
a prejudice characteristic of the anti- 
Semite. Any anti-Jewish libel, no matter 
how incredible or ridiculous, is passed 
on by them as valid. Some such libels 
have long been discredited but for Dr. 
Walsh they are not questionable; they 
are true because leading Catholics 
thought so long ago. Libels such as rit- 
ual murder are repeated with all the 
gruesome allegations and thus apparent- 
ly aimed at the renewal of their popu- 
larization. Dr. Walsh maintains, with- 
out any semblance of proof, that the 
Jews ‘‘had cut out of the Old Testament 
the prophecies that seemed to Christians 
to refer so definitely to Jesus’ and he 
does not hesitate to revive many of the 
unfounded mediaeval charges against 
the Jews. 

Dr. Walsh maintains that the Jews of 
Spain were guilty of having encouraged, 
even invited, the Arab invasion of Spain 
in 709. He knows quite well that no 
Jews who were loyal to the faith of their’ 
fathers were permitted to live in Spain 
at the time of the invasion. Yet he re- 
hashes reports which have their origin 
in attempts of Roman Catholic writers 
to extenuate the sudden and complete 
debacle in the fortunes of Catholic 
Spain. In fifteenth century Spain, he 
says, “‘the Jews constituted a powerful 
minority resisting all efforts at assimila- 
tion. Of the openly professing Jews of 
the synagogue there were only some 
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200,000 in 1450, and they were allowed 
complete freedom of worship. But far 
more numerous were those Jews—there 
must have been at least 3,000,000 of 
them—who observed the rites and cus- 
toms of the Old Law in secfet, while 
outwardly they pretended to be Chris- 
tians.’’ They “were assimilated in a super- 
ficial sense, for many of them married 
‘into the noblest families in Spain, en- 
joyed all the privileges of Christians, 
and had gradually gathered into their 
hands most of the wealth, the political 
power and even the control of taxation; 
but it was generally felt that in a crisis 
they would prove to be Jews at heart, 
enemies of the Christian faith, and the 
allies, as in the past of the half-onental 
and circumcised Moors.” With this char- 
acterization of the Jews in fifteenth-cen- 
tury Spain Dr. Walsh has no difficulty 
in attributing the decline of Spain in the 
seventeenth century to the machinations 
of the Marranos.* He seems to deliber- 
ately ignore the fact that the persecutions 
of the Inquisition sent myriads of in- 
offensive persons to the stake for no 
other crime than practicing in secret a 
few of their ancestral rites. This was 
sufficient to endanger the security of life 
ery of any person of Marrano 
blodd. In general Dr. Walsh accepts 
without any hesitation all accounts no 
matter how incredible which reflect the 
prevailing bias against Jews. 


Walsh Wants Inquisition Now 
The innocent title of the book Char- 
acters of the Inquisition suggests a work 
_ which deals with men and women who 
in one way or another played some role 
distinguished or sinister in the nefarious

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activities of the Inquisition, the infamous 
instrument which the Roman Catholic 

Church employed in various ways to fer- 

ret out from countries which it domin- 

ated for some centuries men-and women 
whose ‘‘religious’’ conduct it found ques- 

tionable. That is what one normally ex- 

pects from a book bearing so obviously 

suggestive a title. 

Instead, it is a work in which an en- 
deavor is made to show that there is 
need of an Inquisition in our times and 
that the aim of the Roman Catholic 
Church is to rule the United States of 
America. Moreover, Dr. Walsh assures 
us that: ‘'Today the Roman Inquisition 
still persists as the Congregation of the 
Holy Office... Such functions of the 
Mediaeval Inquisition are permanent, 
and will always be exercised by the Holy 
Office and the Bishops” (p. 281). The 
evils of our day are, according to Dr. 
Walsh, identical with those which the 
Inquisition during the days of its suc- 
cess endeavored, not without a measure 
of success, to stamp out. The Jews, the 
Freemasons and the Protestants are res- 
ponsible for the persistent gains made 
by liberal movements which advocate 
birth control, democracy and the general 
improvement of social conditions, espe- 
cially those affecting the welfare of the 
poor and of the underprivileged; they 
are all, the Jews, the Freemasons and the 
the Protestants, involved in a common 
conspiracy to prevent the Roman Cath- 
olic Church from carrying out its God- 
given mission to make the human family 
happy under the dominance of the Pope. 


Calls Moses First Inquisitor 


One of the things which Dr. Walsh 
set himself out to accomplish is to give 
credit to the Jews for having given the 
world so noble an institution as the In- 
quisition. No, it was not conceived nor 
born within the realms of the Roman 
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Catholic Church, though, he thinks, it 
served its needs admirably! Moses was 
really the father of the Inquisition. The 
Church would never have thought of it 
were it not for the fact that, as much as 
it is concerned with the practices of its 
own adherents, it is equally concerned 
with the proper practice of the teachings 
of Moses by those who are expected to 
adhere to them, since, according to Dr. 
Walsh, the Church holds that ‘‘a Jew 
who sinned against the Law of Moses 
was a sort of heretic, also. ‘We Chris- 
tians and Jews hold certain high things 
in common’ wrote {Nicholas} Eymeric 
{who gave to the jurisprudence of the 
Holy Office its complete and almost final 
form}: a belief in God the Father, for 
example. If Jews sinned against such 
truths, they were heretical, and the Pope, 
as Vicar of Christ, could judge them, if 
their own prelates.do not punish them”’ 
(p. 100). 

That Moses is really the father of the 
Inquisition is a “brilliant”? discovery 
which is entirely Dr. Walsh’s contribu- 
tion to historical research, for he is 
apparently the first to have made this 
claim for the Inquisition, the instrument 
which the Roman Catholic Church em- 
ployed in torturing, burning alive, and 
generally persecuting in devious ways 
Jews who would neither accept nor 
practice Christian teachings as pres- 
cribed by the Roman Catholic Church. 
Says Dr. Walsh: “I came to the conclu- 
sion that the first real Inquisitor, as a 
Torquemada would have understood the 
word, was Moses. He was quite certain 
that he had compulsive truth from a 
higher than human source; he was re- 
solved to keep it and sustain it at all 
costs; and the means he adopted were 
essentially those of the Mediaeval In- 
quisition, even more irritating if “pos- 
sible to some persons, and not always 
understood in their own background by 
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later ages. Moses put to death, in the 
name of religion, a far greater number 
of human beings than Torquemada did. 
Yet his name has been venerated by 
otthodox Jews and Roman Catholics 
alike, and always will be, while that of 
the Dominican monk has become a 
stench in the nostrils of the modétn 
world, and a symbol of something in- 
defensible”. (p. xi). 

No doubt it was this passage which 
prompted a Catholic reviewer, the Rev. 
R. Corrigan (in America, January 18, 
1941, p. 415), who regards the book 
as an “aggressive Catholic narrative,” to 
say that Dr. Walsh “handles the peren- 
nial Jewish problem dispassionately— 
with the help of Moses.” That Dr. 
Walsh’s thesis that Moses was actually 
the founder of the Inquisition is without 
merit and therefore unacceptable need 
hardly be gainsaid. That the Christian 
Church rejects such a view was well 
pointed out by a competent reviewer in 
The Catholic World (January, 1941, 
vol. 152, p. 502). Drawing upon the 
authority of the Church Fathers this 
reviewer is able to show how absurd and 
devoid of tenability Dr. Walsh’s thesis 
is. He cites apt passages from author- 
itative patristic writings. Origen, one 
of the most distinguished of the Fathers 
of the early Chugch who lived at the end 
of the second and first half of the third — 
centuries, while explaining a number of 
Old Testament texts on the death pen- 
alty brought forward by Celsus, a pagan 
philosopher and controversialist against 
Christianity, states: “If we must needs 
refer briefly to the difference between 
the law given to the Jews of old by 
Moses, and the law laid down by Christ 
for Christians, we declare that it is im- 
possible to harmonize the legislation of 
Moses with the calling of the Gentiles... 
Christians can not slay their enemies, or 
condemn, as Moses commanded, the 
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contemners of the law to be put to death 
by burning or stoning.’ Other Church 
Fathers, too, such as Sts. John €hrysos- 
tom, Augustine and Cyprian have ex- 
pressed similar opinions. They are in 
full agreement with the view of Origen. 
St. Cyprian writes: “God commanded 
that they who did not obey His priests 
or hearken to His judges should be slain. 
Then indeed they were slain by the 
sword, while the circumcision of the 
flesh was still in force. But now that 
circumcision has begun to be of the 
spirit among God’s faithful servants, the 
proud and contumacious are slain with 
the sword of the spirit by being cast out 
of the Church.” 

So much for the untenability of Dr. 
Walsh’s thesis that Moses is the Father 
of the Inquisition. 


A “Pious” Anti-Semite 

Even though Dr. Walsh endeavors to 
impugn the veracity of Protestant and 
Jewish students of the Inquisition, his 
own findings in no way dispute their 
general conclusions as to the attitude 
toward the Jews of the Holy Office and 
of the Inquisitors. He has allowed him- 


_ self, indeed, to fall, whether consciously 
of unconsciously, under the spell of the 


various unfounded and unsupported 
charges made against the Jews in the 
days when the Inquisition flourished and 
so often repeated by their enemies even 
to our own day. Indeed, he himself 
repeats many of those charges and finds 


confirmation of them in contemporary 


experience. Even the charge of ritual 
murder, which Christians have again and 
again placed at the door of the Jews, is 
not neglected by him. To be sure, Dr. 
Walsh, as an enlightened scholar living 
in the twentieth century, does “‘not be- 
lieve that Jews, as a racial group or rel- 
igious community ever practiced such 
an iniquity’; he nevertheless argues that

it “does not follow that individual Jews, 
or groups of Jews, have never committed 
bloody and superstitious crimes’ (page 
176ff.). He speaks in the same breath 
of “the dark perversities of the Talmud” 
and of “the plausible sensualities of 
Mohammedanism’”’ (p. 52). + 

He finds “that the very presence of 


the Jews in every large community was _ 


in itself a challenge to the claims of the 
Church” (p. 70).-That the challenge 
was ‘taken up by the Church, we well 
know from history and bitter experience. 
By the very same means which the Nazis 
and their cohorts of our times applied to 
the very same situation, the Jews were 
eliminated from those communities. The 
Inquisition and its agents played an 
ignominious role in accomplishing this 
end, 

Dr. Walsh adduces ample proof from 
the records of the Inquisition to sustain 
this fact, and, indeed, he deplores the 
plight of its victims. Speaking with com- 
passionate tenderness, in a manner well 
established in the technique of the “pi- 
ous’ anti-Semite, he says ““The poor be- 
wildered Jew, plundered, despised and 
in fear of his life . . . knew that the men 
who wronged him called themselves 
Christians, and he hated them...; and 
where usury, for example, was concerned, 
he regarded the Christians as his ances- 
tors had the Egyptians—as legitimate 
subjects for spoliation, and deserving of 
what they got” (p. 78f). Otherwise, the 
expulsion of the Jews from Spain in 
1492 with all the horrible incidents it 


involved, forcing the victims to flee for ° 


their lives after leaving all their posses- 
sions and many. dear ones behind them, 
evokes no sympathy from Dr. Walsh. 
He records the event in one significant 
sentence; ‘'the Spanish Sephardim Jews 
were scattered to four winds—to Africa, 
to Portugal, to the Balkans, to Turkey, 
to England, to France, to Germany—to 
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begin anew their struggle against the 
Christian revelation and all that had 
‘come in their minds to represent it’ (p. 
188). 


Echoes ‘Plot to Rule’ Theme 

In his attempt to explain the reasons 
for the expulsion of the Jews from 
Spain, Dr. Walsh endeavors to create 
the impression that it actually was an 
act of divine punishment: “Unfortun- 
ately for the Spanish Jews, many of 
them had forgotten the ancient teach- 
ings.” “What hurt them most in the 
estimation of Christians was the general 
belief that behind the mysterious cohe- 
sion and unity of conduct and purpose 
observed among them there existed a 
central control, in the inner circles per- 
haps of a modernized Sanhedrin which 
directed a conspiracy to build up a Jew- 
ish State within the state. Was this an 
illusion born of fear, envy, jealousy? So 
the Jews have replied. Yet the illusion, 
if such it was, has been persistent. Del- 
egates from all the Jewish communities 
in Southern France had held a meeting 
in 1215 under a leader who added to his 
name of Levi the title of Nasz or prince, 
which in ancient times had belonged to 
the president of Sanhedrin, even to that 
infamous and wily Annas who had 
demanded the blood of Christ. And 
whether or not the Spanish Jews had any 
such leadership, the Christians had no 
doubt they were planning to rule Spain, 
enslave the Christians, and establish a 
New Jerusalem in the West.” “This con- 
viction, whether true or false, was a 
result of the widespread conversion that 
followed the sickening massacres of 
1391. How could the Christians think 
otherwise, when they saw one of the 
most illustrious Jewish rabbis, Selomoh 
ha-Levi, long respected by Jews and 
Christians alike for his high character 
and profound learning, becoming a 
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Christian, a Thomist philosopher, and a 


* Bishop, and finally publishing two dial- 


ogues in which he categorically declared - 
that the Jews were bent upon ruling 
Spain? It was this Jewish Bishop of 
Burgos, also, who drew up the so-called 
Ordinance of Dofia Catalina, which re- 
stricted the activities, professions and so 


on, of Jews and Moors’ (p. 143) 


“,.. Yet he was an honest man...”’ (p. 
145). 
Was he? That is a point which, for 
discussion here, is pointless. If this is 
the best explanation Dr. Walsh can 
offer by way of justification for the mis- 
treatment and subsequent expulsion of 
the Jews from Spain, in which Charac- 
ters of the Inquisition played a rdéle that, 
humanly speaking, can not be defended, 
it is too bad for the Roman Catholic 
Church that it has no better apologist. 
In Dr. Walsh’s words rings an echo 
of the familiar but now fully discredited 
Protocols of the Elders of Zion. Who to- 
day would venture, without a sense of 


- shame, to justify those carefully planned 


and systematically carried out Nazi po- 
gtoms of 1938 as the result of the gen- 
eral belief of the Christian people in 
Germany in the teachings of their Nazi 
leaders? Didn’t Goebbels say that the 
Nazi pogroms were “spontaneous” acts 
of vengeance emanating from the-“‘burn- 
ing wrath’ of the people? Yes, Dr. 
Walsh’s words in defense of the mis- 
treatment of the Spanish Jews by the 
Holy Office of the Inquisition have a 
familiar ring. They echo recent Jewish 
experience under the heels of the Nazis. 
He speaks*a language not substantially 
different from that spoken by Nazi per- 
secutors of the Jews. 

That the Jews conspired to build up 
a Jewish state within the state and that 
they were bent upon ruling Spain are 
matters concerning which Dr. Walsh has 
not the slightest doubt. The authorities 
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of the Holy Office have said so, and in 
Dr. Walsh’s opinion, their word is not 
to be questioned. He apparently seems to 
be somewhat hesitant when it comes to 
accepting the frequently repeated charge 
of a Jewish world conspiracy. Neverthe- 
less, it seems that he is not altogether un- 
certain as to the possibility of a Jewish 
world domination. Again employing a 
_familiar technique of anti-Semitism, that 
of stressing a hackneyed, anti-Semitic 
canard by implying its acceptance, while 
in the same breath seeking to create the 
impression of rejecting it, Dr. Walsh 
says: “The theory of a Jewish conspiracy 
to dominate the world has never been 
proved, and is not likely to be. If indeed 
the more ambitious of them happened in 
some way to get control of the globe, 
they would find it a very disappointing 
and undesirable responsibility, and I 
doubt whether their restless souls would 
cling to it very long” (p. 299). One is 
all too jreadily reminded of Father 
Charles Coughlin’s attitude to the Prot- 
ocols of the Elders of Zion. When he 
reprinted their text in his Social Justice 
he stated that while he was quite well 
aware of the fact that they were forg- 
eries, nevertheless they do unfold a pic- 
ture which is true to facts. 


Fears Non-Catholic Rule 


Dr. Walsh’s ambivalent attitude to- 
ward the theory of Jewish world domi- 
nation is, in a measure, responsible for 
his attack upon the Rev. Dr. Max Raisin, 
who, in his Modern Jew7sh History, very 
properly takes cognizance of the, rdle of 
Jews in socialism, and upon the Rev. 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise for his disapproval 
of certain aspects of our contemporary 
civilization. He does not seem to like 
Mr. Bernard Baruch because he was 
“largely responsible for preparing the 
military and industrial draft laws . . 
for the regimentation of the American 
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people for which he was a propagandist 
as eatly as 1932 or earlier” (p. 298). 
Does not one see Mr. Baruch presented 
here as the symbol of the so-called Jew- — 
ish warmonger who is in some sort of a | 
conspiracy with the President to bring — 

about “the regimentation of the Amer- 
ican people’? Poor Mr. Baruch, he ap- 
parently knows very little of what Cath- ~ 
olics think of him, despite his abundant —_ 
generosity in making possible Catholic 
broadcasts. What Dr. Walsh actually 
fears is a non-Catholic world domina- 
tion. In 1940, when President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt was running for his 
third term office, Dr. Walsh found it 
imperative to say: “It is disturbing these 
days to re-read Monsignor Hugh Ben- 
son’s Lord of the World, written about — 
1906, and to notice how much of it has 
already come to pass. In that superb — 
flight of the imagination . . . he envis- — 

aged the antichrist as a Socialistic Pres- 
ident of the United States, a Freemason i 
named Felsenberg, a man with a charm- 4 
ing voice and personality, who could ~ 

talk of Christianity when he meant q 
Humanitarianism, and who, after the — 
Second World War, gathered all the na- 
tions into an artti-Christian World State, 3 
headed by a sort of Federal Union of the — 
English-speaking peoples. Let us hope— ; 
let us see to it if possible—that this — 

prophecy, at least, shall not be realized” ; 

(p. 296). This was written during the | 

height of the Roosevelt-Willkie cam- 4 

paign. Dr. Walsh warned that “not too 
much must be expected from these well- 
meaning statesmen. They are children of 
a Liberalism evolving rapidly into So- 
cialism. Both are high in the ranks of a 
secret society proscribed and abhorred — 
by the Catholic Church, and denounced 
by Pope Leo XIII as the true source of 
Socialism and Communism, and the gen- 
eral corruption of European and world 
society. They are servants of the same 


invisible masters, to whose obedience 
they are bound by others—masters who 
may not even be in America, but in 
Europe or Asia; masters of whose exact 
identity they may themselves be ignorant. 
When they speak of ‘Democracy’, one 
must remember this background... Can 
Democracy be anything but a farce 
among men, when some of them, in- 
cluding the most influential, belong to* 
a secret society whose real aims and 
principles are concealed from the oth- 
ers and when these aims and principles 
have been repeatedly disclosed as polit- 
ical and anti-Christian?” (p. 290). 


Ideal: Portugal, Ireland, Spain 

Dr. Walsh has serious apprehensions 
as to the fate and future of the United 
States. As long as its government is in 
the hands of men who belong to the 
Masonic order and as long as such men 
talk of Democracy, Christians can not 
place much faith in them. The Roman 
Catholic Church must therefore: do its 
utmost speedily to gain control of 
the government of the United States. 
“Meanwhile this much is certain: the 
United States, in a very few years, will 
be either a Catholic country (and there- 
fore a free country) or a Socialist coun- 
try (and therefore a slave country). ‘He 
who is not with Me is against Me’. His- 
tory demonstrates the unfailing truth of 
this dilemma” (p. 292) “...the real 
test of our republican experiment here 
must ultimately be whether it accepts or 
opposes the Church of Christ; that it 
must become either a Catholic state, or 
a slave state” (p. 293). 

Dr. Walsh is not altogether unmind- 
ful of possible difficulties involved in 
the test to determine the fate of the 
United States. Is it to become a Roman 
Catholic state or a slave state? That is 
the question. Now, a slave state, accord- 
ing to Dr. Walsh, is one that has adopted 
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some form or practice of Socialism. He 
finds that since 1931, ‘the nations of 
the world generally have taken long 
steps toward various forms of Socialism, 
which, however different they appeared 
on first view, are more and more reveal- 
ing themselves as essentially the same. 
Communism . . . was not too remote 
ideologically from its pretended rival 
Nazi Socialism. . . . Other nations, lov- 
ing freedom, have been conquered and 
drawn into the two socialist orbits. Still 
others have imitated socialist regimes by 
reaction, or by military necessity. . .. The 
tiny nations of Portugal and Ireland, 
both thoroughly Catholic, are glorious 
exceptions. Of Spain I have high hopes; 
may the Catholic spirit of General 
Franco prevail, and not certain others, 
very different and very crafty, which 
still exist in the country and even in 
high places, hungry for power. England, 
while fighting Hitler, has kept a friend- 
ly hand mysteriously outstretched to- 
watd ... Stalin; and whatever the out- 
come of the present war, is likely to 
emerge from it shackled to some form 
of Socialism. Here in the United States 
Socialism has made more cautious but 
none the less evident gains...” (p. 
DBO) ON 

What Jews and Protestants can expect 
from Spain if Dr. Walsh’s high hopes 
ate to be realized can easily be forseen 
in the light of recent Jewish experience 
in that unfortunate country. One strik- 
ing fact is sufficiently indicative of what 
Franco’s Spain, for the preservation of 
which Dr. Walsh is so energetically 
active, would do. I am quoting Paul P. 
Kennedy in The New York Times, 
December 24, 1945: ‘Since 1939 the 
Jews of Spain, both Spanish and ref- 
ugees, had been holding services clan- 
destinely. They were permitted to have 
services under the law of assembly only 
upon special grant by the Government 
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and with a municipal officer attending. 
Refusing such terms the Jews followed 
the four-century-old ruse that the ‘mar- 
anos’ used after the Inquisition. Each 
Saturday Jewish groups held Targe din- 
ners in private homes, dinners at which 
the food and drink appeared only when 
a Government inspector arrived—other- 
wise, the orthodox Sabbath ceremonies 
were observed.” Shades of Dr. Walsh’s 
Inquisition stalking! 


Use Inquisition to Save USA 

Now to save the United States from 
becoming a slave state, the Roman Cath- 
olic Church must gird its loins and 
wage a war in order to bring about the 
overthrow of those social gains which 
the people have made and which find no 
favor in the eyes of the Church. “Our 
one hope of winning, for their own 
good, the millions of unbelievers who 
surround us and lead a life increasingly 
at variance with ours (and increasingly 
miserable) is . . . to resolutely repel any 
pagan idea or custom that would be the 
opening wedge for the destruction of 
our faith. This will inevitably bring per- 
secution upon us’ (p. 294). “... But 
it was precisely by saying and doing what 
made others furious and themselves un- 
comfortable that the early Christians 
overcame the empire of the Caesars, and 
it is only by the same means that we shall 
overcome the empires of the Socialists, 
whether they call themselves Democrats, 
Republicans, Communists, Nazi-Social- 
ists or what you please...” (p. 295). 

It is in such a struggle that the Roman 
Catholic Church, according to Dr. 
Walsh, must again invoke the help of 
the Inquisition, which, he tells us, is not 
dead. It still exists and it is destined to 
play an effective rdle. ““Today the Roman 
Inquisition still persists as the Congrega- 
tion of the Holy Office. Some such tri- 
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bunal is necessary to a Church which 
believes in the distinction between right 
and wrong, true and false, black and 
white, and which is charged with the 
duty of protecting its members from 
deception, even by imposters pretending 
holiness within their own ranks. Such 
functions of the Mediaeval Inquisition 
are permanent, and will always be exer- 
cised by the Holy Office of the Bishops. 
The other functions, cast as a reproach 
against the Church even today, were in- 


cidents of time and place, and are not — 
peculiarly or essentially Catholic.” | 
“Many other horrors have appeared in- — 
stead, and will appear; and in justice to _ 
the memory of the men who thought — 
they were doing their duty to God and © 


humanity in carrying on the Inquisition, - 


it is to be noticed that they are precisely 
the aberrations and iniquities which that 
maligned institution suppressed wher- 


ever it could. Consider some of these - 


devils of our own time; every one of 


them has been condemned by the Cath- — 
olic Church for centuries, and was — 
fought tooth and nail by the Inquisi- — 


tion.” 


What are “these devils of our own — 


time” which have been condemned by 
the Catholic Church for centuries? Dr. 
Walsh describes them as Godlessness, 
“moral confusion and nihilism’’ includ- 


ing divorce and birth control; “‘intellec- — 


tual confusion,” i.e., all manifestations 
of liberalism and totalitarianism. Dr. 
Walsh assures us that ‘‘the list could be 
extended. All the evils that the Inquisi- 
tion sought to repress and did in great 
measure repress, have returned to the 
modern world, grown up and ravening, 
to feed upon our children” (p. 284). 


Again and again Dr. Walsh endeavors — 


to create the impression that the Inqui- 
sition, with all of its “torture, loss of 
liberty and even life, national deceit and 
hypocrisy,” after all was not so bad at 


; 
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all. Can any one think, he asks, “of all 
our nightmare of hypocrisy, abortion, 
child-suicide, unpunished murder, and 
what is worse even than all these mon- 
strosities, disdain for the Deity Himself 
without wondering whether we have 
really progressed to a point where we 
can look patronizingly upon the memory 
of a Torquemada?” 


F te of Jews in a Catholic U. S.A. 

If, as Dr. Walsh states, the Roman 
Catholic Church is to wage a war in the 
United States against what it considers 
“evils of our time,’ employing the 
Roman Inquisition with all its familiar 
instruments of warfare and repression, 
we may all pray that God save America. 
Should such a war meet with success, 
one can only imagine what the fate of 
the Protestants and other non-Catholic 
citizens of the land will be. What such 
victory of the Roman Catholic Church 
has in store for the Jews is revealed to 
us by Dr. Walsh in no unmistakable 
terms. The Inquisition has set the pat- 
tern. Says Dr. Walsh: “. . . The poor 
Jews! It is always so convenient to blame 
them when anything goes wrong! I am 
not suggesting that they are completely 
innocent, far less than they alone, of all 
people, have done no wrong. M. Mari- 
tain has said truly that an attack on a 
Jew is an insult to God the Father. He 
might have added that any sympathy 
for Jews which tends to confirm them 
in their rejection of the Catholic Church 
is an affront to God the Son and God 
the Holy Ghost. Surely this Chosen 
People is worthy of nothing less than 
truth! It is no secret in their own his- 
tories that they rejected the Jew who 
told them, and proved by His Resurrec- 
tion, that He was the prophet foretold 
by Moses, and that all through the 
sweaty centuries they have supported 
every movement that promised to de- 
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stroy the Church He founded. The Cath- 
olic Church has been saying to them 
for centuries, as Saint Peter said to the 
Jews contemporary with Our Lord, “The 
God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, has glorified his son Jesus, 
whom you indeed delivered up and de- 


nied before the face of Pilate, when he 


judged he should be released. But you 
denied the Holy One and the Just, and 
desired a murderer to be granted unto 
you. But the author of life you killed, 
whom God has raised from the dead, 
of which we are witnesses .. . And now 
brethren, I know that you did it through 
ignorance, as did also your rulers . . 
Be penitent, therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out.’” 
(p. 297). 
Be Catholic or Be Destroyed 

This appeal to Jews to embrace 
Roman Catholicism is a familiar one. It _ 
is always offered in the spirit of Chris- 
tian charity and usually accompanied by 
professions of Christian love for the 
Jews. Dr. Walsh strives to emphasize 
again and again that in its treatment of 
the Jews the Holy Office of the Roman 
Inquisition, was not only not intolerant, 
but, because it was motivated by a gen- 
uine love for their welfare, it was toler- 
ant. Yet that profession of love for the 
Jews did not prevent Torquemada and 
the institution which he headed from 
putting that Christian love into the kind 
of practice which would hasten the de- 
struction of the children of Israel. That 
love, so-called, turned into a struggle 
for life or death. “The struggle could 
only end in one of three ways: (1) the 
destruction of Christianity and the tri- 
umph of a Jewish semi-oriental, anti- 
Christian culture; (2) the conversion of 
the Jews to the Christian Faith, and the 
elimination of the racial problem by 
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marriage and assimilation; (3) the com- 
plete suppression, if not total. destruc- 
tion, of the Jewish power by a triumph- 
ant and militant Christianity.” 

“. . . In the light of the truth of 
Christian revelation, the second was of 
course the most desirable solution of a 
conflict which had no real foundation 
in ideas, for the law of Moses and the 
Law of Christ were, and are, essentially 
one. This was the goal for which 
thoughtful and sincere Catholics strove; 
yet even these men would doubtless 
have agreed that if they must choose 
between (1) and (3) it must be (3). 
The Jews would admit no solution but 
(1)” (p. 140). In the light of all this, 
what can we make of Dr. Walsh’s ap- 
peal to his coreligionists: “Even if they 
{the Jews} had done to us all their 
worst enemies allege (and many have 
not) it would still be our duty as Chris- 
tians to love our enemies, to do good to 
them that hate us. There is no debating 
_ on this point: Catholics are obliged not 
only to tolerate, but to love Jews, all 
the more so if the Jews have done any- 
thing to injure them” (p. 299). De- 
spite his professed love of the Jews, Dr. 
Walsh dislikes them thoroughly. He is 
resentful of those who managed to 
escape the fate and misfortune of their 
coreligionists under Torquemada and 
fled to Rome where they “raised the 
clamor of righteous indignation and in- 
jured innocence at which the Jews, in 
their long unhappy history, had learned 
to be so skillful’ (p. 153). 


“Odious One to Another’ 

Dr. Walsh undertook the task of de- 
scribing Characters of the Inquisition 
in the hope that his study would not 
“make Catholics, Protestants or Jews 
odious one to another.” From this point 
of view, the book is rather disappoint- 
ing. All his learning, zeal and gift of

literary expression he employed advan- 
tageously not so much for an acceptable 
presentation of the Inquisition as. for 
the unfolding of a program of Roman 
Catholic action aimed at the rule of the 
United States by the Catholic Church. 

Some of Dr. Walsh’s arguments at- 
tempting to justify the burning, torture 
and persecution of human beings by the 
Inquisition, such as the assertion that 
Moses put ‘to death, in the name of re- 
ligion, a far greater number of human 
beings than Torquemada did, or the de- 
tailed description of the beliefs and 
practices of various Christian sects such 
as the Manichees, the Albigenses, the 
Cathari showing that they brought 
about the destruction of more lives than 
the Inquisition could ever be blamed 
for, (p. 28) are entirely irrelevant to 
the question as to whether the Inquisi- 
tion itself with all its sinister and hor- 
rible practices was, from the point of 
view of the Church, justifiable. Any 
attempt in the twentieth century to jus- 
tify, even to glorify the rdle the Inquisi- 
tion played is gratuitous; it is ridiculous. 

Let the record speak for itself and 
let the faithful within the Church judge 
for themselves. What must be insisted 
upon is that neither friend nor foe of 
the Church misuse or mishandle the 
record of the Inquisition as supported 
and authenticated by unimpeachable 
documentary evidence. 


Whom Does the NCC] Serve? 

On October 28, 1944, Dr. William 
Thomas Walsh, the author of the Char- 
acters of the Inquisition and of Isabella 
of Spain was presented with the 1944 
Literary Award of the Gallery of Living 
Catholic Authors and was also presented 
with the Cross of Commander of the 
Order of Alfonso X, known as the 
Alfonso El Sabio Award, the highest 
cultural and scientific honor granted by 
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the Spanish government. On that occa- 
sion the Rev. Fr. Francis X. Talbot said 
that Dr. Walsh “had created three of 
the greatest Catholic books. in the whole 
history of Catholic literature.’’ This is 
indeed a very high compliment. Pre- 
sumably Characters of the Inqutsition 
and Isabella of Spain belong to the 
three books which Dr. Talbot had in 
mind, for Dr. Walsh is the author of 
several volumes, each one of which rep- 
resents a notable contribution to Catho- 
lic literature. Is that sufficient to explain 
the admissibility of Dr. Walsh’s works 
into the lists of recommended books by 
the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, Inc.? And what would ex- 
plain the exclusion for several years 
from the same lists of Dr. Abraham A. 
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Neuman’s Jews of Spain, a notable con- 
tribution to Jewish history? 

By recommending Dr. Walsh’s books 
and other like volumes, the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews, Inc., 
which receives so large a portion of the 
funds collected from joint Jewish de- 
fense agencies, becomes a partner to the 
dissemination of literature at once anti- 
Jewish and un-American, literature 
which in no small measure borders on 
the subversive. Whom does the Na- — 
tional Conference of Christians and 
Jews represent? On whose behalf does 
it carry on so vast a program of ques- 
tionable activities? Who is its master? 
Whom does it subversively serve? To 
whom is it publicly accountable for its 
far-flung questionable activities and for 
the funds it collects? 


SHE THOUGHT CHRIST WAS A SOCIALIST 


Sister Maria, belonging to a convent at Bodeno, Ferrara Province, took 
the paintings of the Renaissance masters literally. She noted that Jesus 
Christ was often depicted. in a red mantle, decided that this was proof of 
the Saviour’s socialist conviction and voted the Socialist-Communist ticket 
in the recent local elections. She was disciplined with three days’ solitary 
confinement and the other day the Mother Superior of the order came from 
Ferrara to Bodeno to remove the offender from the convent. The villagers 
of Bodeno barred the convent gates, shouting, “We will not allow our 
beloved nuns to be taken away,’ and the Mother Superior went back to 


Ferrara alone.

It is curious how difficult it is for John Foster Dulles to be candid about 
anything. His son Avery recently entered the Jesuit Novitiate of St. Andrews 
on Hudson at Poughkeepsie, New York. The New York Times which is very 
friendly to Mr. Dulles quoted him as saying that his son had’ entered the 
novitiate “to study theology,” but would not elaborate when asked whether 
the son was joining the Jesuit Order. The Times however inquired at the 
institution itself and was told that “to obtain admission there an applicant 
must declare his intention of becoming a Jesuit.”

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HIERARCHY AGAINST PUBLIC HEALTH 


By THOMAS BLEDSOE 


—In the light of all these facts and warnings, the Knights of Colum- 
bus, the Catholic War Veterans, the Legion of Decency—under the 
direction of their hierarchy—stand, as it were, sword in hand against 
even the Public Health Service of the United States Government to 
strike down its efforts to protect 140,000,000 men, women and chil- 
dren, and unborn generations against disease. 


N THE Syllabus of Errors, 1864, Pius 

TX set the stage for the hierarchy’s as- 
sault on democratic institutions. In this 
article we are concerned only with the 
hierarchy’s war on the public use of 
certain modern scientific methods that 
are basic to our national health. 

The free employment of science in 
public health is dependent upon certain 
other freedoms. We must, therefore, 
know the Vatican’s position in regard to 
them. : 

In his Syl/abus,* Pius TX declared that 
the Church ought not to be separated 
from the State; that in case of conflict- 


- ing laws between the two powers, the 


Church law ought to prevail; and that 
the Church has the right to avail itself 
of force or any direct or indirect tem- 
poral power. He claimed for Rome mo- 
nopolistic control of education and mar- 
riage. And, finally, he declared it to be 
error that “the Roman Pontiff can and 
ought to reconcile himself and come to’ 
terms with progress, with liberalism, and 
with modern civilization.” 

From this we turn to our own time 
to see here in the United States: 

1. How opposition by reactionary ad- 
herents of Roman Catholic dogma de-

prives the general public of higher 
health standards that would otherwise 
be available through services offered by 
responsible medical, scientific, and pub- 
lic welfare organizations; and Federal, — 
state, and municipal governments. 

2. How Roman Catholic dogma is © 
forcibly introduced into areas where ex- — 
perimentation and facts developed by 
scientists and the medical professions 
should be the sole criteria; and how 
Catholic pressure interferes with the in- 
dispensable, democratic freedom of the 
medical and other scientific professions. 

Illustrations are selected from areas 
in the health and welfare fields because 
of their social significance during war 
and in the postwar period. 


I 
Halt That Movie! 


On ‘December 10, 1943, Albert 
Deutsch announced in his health col- 
umn in PM the enlistment of motion 
Pictures in a national campaign against 
venereal disease. Its rapid war-time rise 
in military and civilian population had 
alarmed health officials and inspired the 
campaign as a Means of conserving man- 
power in war work and military service. 

(The foilowing figures, facts and 
quotations relating to two national edu- 
cational campaigns planned by the U.S. 
Public Health Service are from Mr. 
Deutsch’s column in PM from Decem- 
ber 10, 1943, through December 3, 
1945, unless otherwise stated.) 


“The U. S. Public Health Service and 
the California State Health Department 
‘had sponsored, and the War Activities 
Committee of the OWI had approved a 
two-reel film entitled To the People of 
the United States. 

Main points of the picture were that 
every one should have a blood test and 
that syphilis patients should go to repu- 
table doctors for treatment — not to 
quacks. 

The producer, Walter Wanger, used 
the documentary approach. Jean Her- 
sholt, in the role of a doctor, explained 
the nature, extent and treatment of 
syphilis. Effective charts and pictograms 
showed how this disease hampered the 
war effort through loss of man-hours in 
military service and in war plants. 


It included introductory talks by Sur- 
geon General Thomas Parran of the U.S. 
Public Health Service, and Surgeon Gen- 
eral Norman T. Kirk of the U.S. Army. 

Producer, script writers, actors, and 
technicians volunteered their services as 
a contribution to the war effort. 

The picture was regarded by health 
authorities as a weapon in the fight 
against war-time spread of venereal dis- 
ease and as an effective means to help 
bridge the gap between scientific knowl- 
edge and public ignorance. 

In addition to being released to mo- 
tion picture theatres throughout the na- 
tion, the film was to be shown in war 
plants, colleges, schools, labor union and 
fraternal halls. 

But the Legion of Decency stepped 
in. Its officials saw a preview and de- 
clared that To the People of the United 
States violated the motion picture Pro- 
duction Code. 

“We made the picture,’ Wanger 
then stated, “‘so that it can be shown 
with propriety to every man, woman 
and child. We avoided the horror ap- 
proach. We avoided sensationalism. 
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We tackled the subject on a straight 
public health basis. . . . Its appeal is 
to common sense and patriotism.” 
Deutsch reported: ‘The Public 
, Health Service is loath to enter into 

a full-dress controversy over this film. 

If the Legion of Decency can work 

up powerful pressure against it, the 

ensuing debate might imperil Con- 
gressional appropriations sorely 
needed for other Service activities.” 

Pressure by the Legion of Decency 
caused the Public Health Service to 
withdraw its approval of the picture for 
general release and to recommend that 
instead it be shown on 16 mm. film to 
“selected’’ audiences. 

“The film was made for the public 
with public funds. It belongs to the pub- 
lic,’ Wanger declared. The Legion of 
Decency’s protest that it violated the 
Production Code was not valid, he 
added, as the Code does not apply to 
educational government films. 

He was right. The Production Code 
— written in part by Rev. Daniel A. 
Lord, a Jesuit priest—makes a clear dif- 
ference between: 

‘Theatrical motion pictures, that is, 
pictures intended for the theatre as 
distinct from pictures intended for 
churches, schools, lecture halls, edu- 
cational movements, social reform 
movements...” 

The National Council on Freedom 
from Censorship denounced the Legion 
of Decency’s action as “pressure from 
intolerant sources.” : 


Overriding the Surgeon General 


In another carefully planned war-time 
drive to educate the public against the © 
menace of venereal disease, Surgeon 
General Parran enlisted the services of 
the War Advertising Council. Its experts 
cooperating with the U.S. Public Health 
Service and the Office of War Informa- 
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tion drew up a series of sample adver- 
tisements for use in national magazines, 
newspapers and radio programs under 
commercial auspices. 

Just as the project was to b@launched, 
the Knights of Columbus, the Catholic 
War Veterans, and other Catholic groups 
protested. The proposed educational 
campaign was “filthy,” “immoral,” 
“nauseating,” “indecent.” (In England, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury’s state- 
ment “—a great evil and a grave men- 
ace,’ was prominently displayed in 
newspaper advertising in a campaign 
against venereal disease conducted by 
the Ministry of Health.) 


When the War Advertising Council 
weakened under organized Catholic 
pressure, Parran — himself a Roman 
Catholic—wrote the Council a letter in 
which he stated: 


“The campaign prepared . . . is 
based on scientific facts. . . . It is the 
responsibility of health agencies to 
deal with these diseases as the dan- 
gerous contagions they are. 

“Given public understanding of 
this problem, it should be possible by 
the use of scientific methods to eradi- 
cate the venereal diseases in our gen- 
eration. .. . I urge strongly your con- 
tinued efforts to secure public under- 
standing of and citizen cooperation 
with the drive . . .” 

The Council, however, withdrew from 
the campaign with this statement: 

“ . . . the Council remains con- 
vinced of the seriousness of the vene- 
real disease problem and its adverse 
effect on the war effort,’ but “because 
of the highly controversial nature of 
the campaign, the Council feels it has 
an obligation to cease requesting ad- 
vertisers to sponsor a program which 
may generate some ill will toward 
them.” 

This killed the campaign.

Insanity, Blindness and Death 
Some 50,000 men and women are pa 
tients in mental hospitals in the United 
States because of syphilis-induced in- 
sanity. Syphilis and gonorrhea are | 
among the main causes of blindness 
About 40,000 die annually of syphilitic | 
heart disease. Approximately 60,000 are 
born yearly with congenital syphilis. 
Two hundred and thirty thousand | 
cases of syphilis are contracted every | 


year, according to Dr. J. R. Heller, Chief | 


of the Venereal Disease Division of the 


U: S. Public Health Service. The inci-' 
dence of gonorrhea is estimated at three 
times that of syphilis. : 

Military doctors at the National Con- 
ference on Postwar Venereal Disease - 
Control, St. Louis, November, 1944, 
warned of a postwar epidemic of serious 
dimensions unless effective control of 
venereal disease was generally supported. 

The over-all annual venereal disease — 
rate in Army forces in the United States 
as of October, 1945, was 57 per 1,000 
men—more than doubled since 1943. © 
Health officials agreed that this re- 
flected a corresponding rise in the civil- 
ian population. 

The venereal disease rate among — 
members of the U. S. Army of Occupa- 
tion now in Europe is the highest in the 
Army’s history. One of every four men 


is infected, the chief surgeon’s office © 


reported. (Herald Tribune, August 5, 
1946.) 

Teen-age venereal cases in New York 
City late in 1945 had tripled since 1942, 
paralleling the trend in other large cities 
of the nation. This led Dr. James H. 
Lade, Director of the Venereal Disease 
Control Division of the New York 
State Health Department, to state: 

“The harvest of death, physical dis- 
ability, mental derangement and 


handicapped children which will be © 
reaped from these undiscovered in- — 
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fections (i.e. early syphilis) will be 
more important to this and the next 
generation than the epidemics of acute 
communicable diseases which so eas- 
ily arouse public interest. Unless ac- 
tive, effective steps are taken to curb 
this deadly disease — steps over and 
beyond those taken to date—we shall 
find ourselves forced to spend’ great 
sums in the belated effort to patch up 
those whose infections were not pre- 
vented during the communicable 
stage.” 

In the light of all these facts and 
warnings, the Knights of Columbus, the 
Catholic War Veterans, the Legion of 
Decency—under direction of their hier- 
archy, whose infallible pope with his 
Syllabus of Errors and Dogmatic Con- 
Stitution declared war on modern civili- 
zation—stand, as it were, sword in hand 
against even the Public Health Service 
of the United States Government to 
strike down its efforts to protect 140,- 
000,000 men, women and children, and 
unborn generations against disease! 
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Morally, birth control — or planned 
parenthood as it is now more accurately 
described — cannot be considered as am 
open and closed subject. The Roman 
Catholic Church opposes it. But the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches, the General 
Council of Congregational and Chris- 
tian Churches, the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, the General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, the Lambeth Conference of 
Bishops of the Church of England and 
other ecclesiastical bodies have given it 
their approbation. 

Planned parenthood ‘also involves 
freedom of the medical profession and 
public health. The following examples 
show the extent to which the reactionary 
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‘hierarchy will go in bringing pressure 


against any or all of these. 


BIRTH CONTROL RAID 
MADE BY POLICE ON 
ARCHBISHOP’S ORDER 


These are headlines from the New 
York Times, November 15, 1921. The 
raid was made on Margaret Sanger’s 
meeting in Town Hall, New York City. 

In an account of how the meeting 
was broken up, Mrs. Sanger in her 
Autobiography stated that Monsignor 
Dineen, Secretary to Archbishop Hayes, 
declared at the meeting that it could not 
be held because an ‘indecent, immoral 
subject’ was to be discussed. He then 
ordered the police who were with him to 
close the meeting and himself directed 
their activity. : 

Newspaper reporters, when told that 


the archbishop was responsible for 


breaking up the meeting, were unable 
to believe it. 

“A Times reporter called up the 
‘Power House,’ as St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral was colloquially termed, reached 
Dineen himself, and asked for verifi- 
cation. ‘Yes,’ said the Monsignor, ‘we 
closed the meeting.” (Aztobiogra- 
phy.) 

‘This episode leads to two inescapable 
conclusions: 1. Police action was openly 
usurped by the archbishop of New York 
to prevent freedom of speech and as- 
sembly on a subject not approved by the 
Roman Catholic Church. 2. Catholic op- 
position to birth control is to be enforced 
as the law of the land. 

The hierarchy in New York was, of 
course, justified in this usurpation of 
police power by the Syllabus issued in 
Rome where it is stigmatized as “error” 
to deny that the Church has the right 
to avail itself of force or any direct or 
indirect temporal power. Opposition to 
birth control in the United States is also 
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made obligatory by another document is- 
sued in Rome: the papal encyclical Casti 
Connubii (Of Chaste Marriage), 1931. 

When Mrs. Sanger’s Birth Control 
Clinical Research Bureau was raided, 
March, 1929, the doctors and nurses 
were arrested, and case histories of pa- 
tients were confiscated by the police— 
a prime violation of medical ethics. The 
New York Medical Society passed a res- 
olution protesting the seizure. 

“From private and authentic sources 
we were told that the suggestion for 
this raid came from . . . high Church 
authorities. Cardinal Hayes’ advice 
had been asked by Catholic social 
workers as to what answer to give 
Catholic mothers who wanted to go td 
the Clinical Research Bureau as pa- 

. tients.” (My Fight for Birth Control, 
by Margaret Sanger.) 

The case was dismissed. But 150 
cards, the sole memoranda of names and 
addresses of patients, were never fe- 
turned. 

“Catholic patients, whose records 
had thus been purloined received mys- 
terious and anonymous telephone calls 
warning them if they continued to go 
to the clinics, their private lives would 
be exposed.” ( Autobiography.) 


Would Make the Law Conform 
Recent testimony by a priest who 
would dictate to the U: S. Public Health 
Department and to various states whose 
laws he does not like is found in: The 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell Bill, Hearings 
on S$.

STATEMENT OF ALPHONSE H. SCHWI- 
TALLA, S.J., PRESIDENT OF CATHOLIC 

HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION 

(Father Schwitalla called attention 
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to participation by the Public Health 
Service in planned parenthood clinics.) 

“I know I am here raising ex- 
tremely difficult issues. I know too 
that the Public Health Service has 


committed itself as a policy to coop- | 


erate with the various public heaJth 
programs in the various states; so 


that, if in a state planned parenthood | 


is defined by statute or regulation to 


be part of the state’s public health | 


program, the policy . . . is carried

“On behalf of those citizens of our 


country who regard planned parent- 


hood as practiced through contracep- — 
tive procedures or preparations as - 


basically subversive of the moral law, 
as destructive of the welfare of the 
nation and of individual morality, I 


recommend and request changes in — 


the content and the language of the 
bill, so that grants from the federal 


government to the states for public — 


health services may not be used for 
the furtherance of programs which, 
no matter how contraverted the issues 
might be, are still condemned by the 
Criminal Code of the United: States 
and are offensive to the convictions 


and beliefs of large percentages of the 


® population of these United States.” 

If the Rev. Dr. Schwitalla was speak- 
ing for Roman Catholics, they constitute 
16 per cent of the total population. Fur- 
thermore, in states where planned par- 
enthood information is included in the 
general public health program it is not 
foisted on anyone. ° 


Imposing Their Dogma On All 

A public opinion survey in June, 
1940, in Massachusetts showed that 64. 
out of 100 voters having an opinion on 
birth control were basically in favor of 
it. Eighty-two out of 100 voters having 
an opinion on medical freedom regard- 
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ing birth control favored that. (‘Birth 
Control in Massachusetts,” by Eugene L. 
Belisle, The New Republic, December 
8, 1941.) 

In 1942 it was proposed to amend the 
state law against birth control so that 
doctors could give contraceptive infor- 
mation to married persons for the pro- 
tection of life or health. The amendment 
was defeated mainly because of pressure 
by the hierarchy. Some members of the 
medical staffs of Roman Catholic hospi- 
tals were dismissed for having signed 
the referendum petition. 

At St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Elizabeth, 
New Jersey, April, 1943, every physi- 
cian—Roman Catholic, Protestant, Jew 
—was required to sign the following 
pledge: 

“T agree that I will not disseminate 
any birth control information and will 
not be a member of any group or or- 
ganization which favors birth control 
or other eugenic activities at variance 
with Catholic morality. 

“I further stipulate that I will live 
up to all the above agreements both 
in this hospital and in all my profes- 
sional activities.” 


“Failure to sign this pledge was to 
be taken as a resignation from the 
staff. The action came so quickly that 
dissenting physicians had little time 
to protest, for hospitals in Elizabeth 
were filled to capacity and the doctors 
faced the practical problem of where 
to take their patients. Under this pres- 
sure, every member of the staff but 
one signed.” (‘Catholicism Fights 
Birth Control,” by Cornelius P. Trow- 
bridge, Rector, Church of the Re- 
deemer, Chestnut Hill, Mass.; Presi- 
dent, Planned Parenthood Federation 
of America; The New Republic, Jan- 
uary 22, 1945.) 

Direct interference with freedom of 
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the medical profession was also attempt- 
ed during the American Medical Asso- _ 
ciation convention, Atlantic City, June, 
1957. 

The House of Delegates of the Asso- 
ciation adopted, with amendment, the 
report of its Committee to Study Con- 
traceptive Practice and Related Problems. 

This, Prentice Wilson, M.D., in his 
analysis of the Committee’s report, 
wrote: : 
“_.. finally committed the Ameri- 

can Medical Association to a recogni- 

tion of the legitimate place of con- 
traception in the practice of medicine 
. . a signal and far victory has been 
wong a victory important not alone 
because of the concrete and specific 
advance achieved in preventive medi- 
cine, but, even more significantly, be- 
cause it is a triumph in the councils 
of organized medicine for the forces 
of intellectual freedom and scientific 
detachment over those of medieval 
thinking and political expediency.” 
(“Victory — With Reservations,’ The 

Journal of Contraception, June-July, 

1937.) 

But the hierarchy went into immedi- 
ate action. A priest, Rev. Ignatius Cox 
of Fordham University, rushed to the 
convention to organize Catholic doctors 
in an unsuccessful effort to repeal the 
vote. (‘Liberals and Catholic Action,” 
by D. A. Saunders, The Christian Cen- 
tury, October 20, 1937.) 

A poll conducted by The Ladies’ 
Home Journal among women in 1938 
showed that 79 per cent favored birth 
control. A Fortune poll in 1943 showed 
that the percentage had increased to 84.9 
among women in the child-bearing age. 


The Nature of Their Compromise 
Since 1932 the Roman Catholic 
Church has endorsed the Rhythm System. 
“It is not difficult to understand 
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why this was done—” wrote J. H. J. 
Upham, former presideftt of the 
American Medical Association and 
dean emeritus of the Ohio State Uni- 
versity College of Medicine, ‘‘birth 
control enlightenment was proceeding 
so fast, as much among Catholics as 
non-Catholics, that the Church was 
obliged to offer an expedient com- 
promise.’ (‘The Catholics and 
Planned Parenthood,’ The American 
Mercury, February, 1944.) 

About this Rhythm System—with its 


“ecclesiastical approbation’? — Dr. Up- 
ham pointed out that Dr. John Rock, 
research associate in obstetrics, Harvard 
University Medical School, an eminent 
Roman Catholic scientist, stated in his 
“Medical and Biological Aspects of 
Contraception’”’ (Clinics, Vol. 1, No. 6,

WHO ARE THE CHRIST-KILLERS? 


The issue between Jesus and the priests can be put simply. Jesus was a 
good man; the High Priest was a holy man. This distinction is not mine. In 
fact, I hate it. But it is the distinction that priests have always made. I would 
prefer to say that holiness is the same thing as moral goodness, but priests 
have always said that holiness is something different from moral goodness. 
That was the crux of the issue between Jesus and the High Priest. The priest 
was not interested in the ethics and the character of Jesus. Had he given 
consideration to that, he would have had to mend his ways. To Jesus holiness 
was the same thing as moral goodness, but in that sense Jesus was the holy 
one. But to His Holiness, the High Priest, holiness was not moral goodness; 
it was something that he put on when he first put on his robes of office. So 
morality was crucified by holiness so-called. If the horrible phrase ‘Christ- 
killers” can be justly applied to any group of men today, it is to those who 
teach that holiness is something different from moral goodness.

‘CATHOLIC INSTITUTE OF THE PRESS

—Possibly the most sensational deed of the C.I.P. was its build-up 
of the infamous Frank Fay incident. 


/Seecaeld FIVE OR SIX years ago the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in New 
York City discovered that there was one 
union in the newspaper industry which 
they did not control — the Newspaper 


Guild. The story goes, according to' 


many sources, that the big chiefs of the 
“Madison Avenue Powerhouse’ (the 
residence of Archbishop Spellman) 
called a conference of Roman Catholics 
in the labor field to find out why the 
Newspaper Guild was not under “‘or- 
ders.” 

Shortly after the conference a cam- 
paign was started against the Guild. Its 
New York leadership was denounced as 
communistic. The maneuver failed. The 
liberal Guild survived and grew stronger 
until today it is a solid organization of 
working newspapermen and women. 

Thwarted in their efforts to capture 
the Guild, the hierarchy sought other 
means of tightening its grip on the news- 
papers. 

The Catholic Institute of the Press 
was born. The Roman Catholics who 
led the battle against the Guild are now 
the leaders of the C.I.P. 

One version of how the C.I.P. came 
into being, told by many of its members, 
is that it was launched by two news- 
papermen, Ray Doyle and William Kee- 
gan, both known as. outspoken anti- 
Semites and foes of organized labor. It 
is said that they organized it early in 
the war but that it did not prosper until 
it was revived about two years ago by 
Edward A. Mahar, assistant city editor 
of Hearst’s New York Journal-Ameri- 
can, and a small group of diehards. 


The official version of the Roman 
Catholic Church concerning the found- - 
ing of the C.I.P. was reported in Arch- 
bishop Spellman’s organ, The Catholic 
News, on December 2, 1944. It stated: 

“The Catholic Institute of the Press, 
made up of men and women employed 
in the newspaper, radio, magazine, ad- 
vertising and affiliated publishing indus- 
tries in New York City, had its first gen- 
eral meeting Tuesday night in the Mids- 
ton House, 22 East Thirty-eighth street. 
Organized several weeks ago by a small 
group after a conference with the Most 
Rey. J. Francis A. McIntyre, Auxiliary 
Bishop of New York, the Institute now 
has more than 200 members represent- 
ing almost every newspaper, magazine 
and publishing concern in the city... . 
The Rey. Aloysius F. Coogan, editor of 
the magazine Catholic Mission of the 
national office of Propagation of the 
Faith Society, was named moderator for 
the institute by Archbishop Francis J. 
Spellman. John C. Kelly, of Kelly and 
Nason, advertising firm, was named tem- 
porary chairman at the first meeting of 
the group. The purpose of the organiza- 
tion, as explained by Mr. Kelly, is to 
bring together all Catholics in the pub- 
lishing fields, to foster fellowship, and 
to further the principles of truth, jus- 
tice, virtue and religion. ‘It is the fur- 
ther purpose of the Institute of the 
Catholic Press [sic] to support the work 
of the Catholic Hierarchy, to encourage 
Catholics interested in a career in the 
newspaper and publishing fields, and to 
promote the cause of Catholic litera- 
ture,’ Mr. Kelly said... 
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“The institute plans to organize chap- 
ters in various cities throughout the 
country. Catholics regularly employed in 
the newspaper, magazine and allied pub- 
lishing industries, or otherwisé*engaged 
in the dissemination of news, are eligi- 
ble for active membership. Associate 
‘members may be men and women fotr- 

merly employed in such fields. 

' “At Tuesday night’ s meeting the fol- 
lowing officers and members of the ex- 
ecutive board were nominated: Presid- 
ent, Edward A. Mahar, assistant city ed- 
itor of the New York Jornal-American; 
vice-president, James W. Egan, Jr., ad- 
vertising director of the New York 
Ties.” 


Rooted In the J-A Jungle 

Edward A. Mahar, president of the 
C.L.P., is an energetic person in his late 
thirties. The son of an Albany, N. Y., 
Irish-American policeman, he came to 
the Hearst papers to make his mark in 
the world. He soon learned that ability 
counts less on the Hearst papers than 
being able to shout loudly, get thor- 
oughly excited over nothing and put on 
a show. Mahar puts on a good show. He 
also learned to follow the Hearst line— 
to despise everything progressive, lib- 
eral or democratic, to hate unions and 
Russia, to blame the faults of the world 
on the late President Roosevelt and the 
Reds and to kick the underdog around 
while making him believe you are his 
friend. Mahar knows on which side his 
bread is buttered. His boss on the Jour- 
nal-American is another Irish Roman 
Catholic, William Curley, a special pet 
of Hearst, who obeys his master’s voice 
like a robot and fills the paper with red- 
baiting stories. It is an open secret in 
newspaper circles that Curley does not 
like Jews and that the ones he keeps on 
the staff are only window dressing. The 
only thing he hates worse than a Jew is 
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a Communist—and he often lumps the 
two together. _ 

Mahar is a member of the Newspaper 
Guild, but he seldom attends Guild 
meetings. When he does, he attempts to 
hurl monkey wrenches in the works. 
Usually he has his henchmen, whom he 
organized to vote in a solid bloc, do the 
dirty work in his effort to smash the 
Guild, especially the Journal Unit. 

Mahar’s interest in the Catholic Insti- 
tute of the Press grew in proportion to 
his defeats in the Guild. When he took 
the’C.I.P. in hand he put.on a big mem- | 
bership drive in all the newspapers in 
New York City with particular concen- 
tration upon the Journal-American, the 
Daily News and the World-Telegram. 
Within a year the handful of members | 
had become more than seven hundred 
and now it is claimed that about one 
thousand are enrolled—more than 350 
of them on the Journal-American. (All - 
the clerical work of the,C.I.P. is done 
at the Journal American by Hearst em- 
ployees on Hearst time.) 


For Reactionaries Only 

The nature of this membership is in 
itself an indictment of the C.I.P. One 
of the valued members is Thomas Bren- 
nan, anti-labor attorney who handles all 
union negotiations for Hearst. Mrs. 
Mary King, widow of Joseph Patterson 


‘who owned the morally decadent Daily 


News, may or may not be a member but 
is certainly one of its greatest boosters 
along with/her sister, Kate Cameron, 
movie reviewer of the Daily News. The 
C.I.P. makes much over the membership 
of Joe Colangelo, an organizer for the 
American Newspaper Guild, and of 
Victor Leo, currently chairman of the 
Journal Unit of the Guild. Colangelo 
was a Hearst-hireling before he went to 
work for the Guild and is a true disciple 


of Mr. Hearst. Leo does his bidding on 
the Journal. 
Among the Catholic newspapermen 


who are not members of the Catholic . 


Institute of the Press are Jack McManus 
of PM and president of the New York 
Newspaper Guild, Jack Ryan, executive 
vice-president of the Guild, and Tom 
Murphy, also a Guild official. Men such 
as these were never asked to become 
members despite the energetic member- 
ship drive. The editors of the Common- 
weal, the Catholic weekly with. liberal 
tendencies, were invited to join. They 
decided that one of them would become 
a member. He did so, attended a few 
meetings and reported to his colleagues. 
They concluded that they would forget 
all about the C.I.P. 

When we scan the list of officers and 
executive board members of the C.I.P. 
we get a good idea of its attitude towards 
organized labor. 

The vice-president is James W. Egan, 
Jr., advertising director of the mighty 
New York Times. The secretary is Felix 
S. Towle, general manager of the Asso- 
ciation of Newspaper Classified Adver- 
tising Managers. On the executive board 
we find such people as Raymond G. 
Doyle, assistant city editor of the New 
York Daily Mirror; Max Jordan, direc- 
tor of religious broadcasts for NBC, 
now in Germany as correspondent for 
the National Catholic News. service; 
John C. Kelly, president of Kelly-Nason 
Advertising; Martin Quigley, publisher 
of the Motion Picture Herald and Mo- 
tion Picture Daily, who has been bat- 
tling the Newspaper Guild for years; 
and Lamb Ryan, a feature editor of the 
New York Daily News who is noted for 
his anti-Semitism. ~ 


Foul Odor of Anti-Semitism 
One of the activities of the C.I.P. is 
a school to prepare Roman Catholic 
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youth for the newspaper profession. One 
of the lecturers at this school is quoted 
as having told a class: 

“The reason we have started these 
classes to teach the Catholic boys and 
girls the trade of journalism is because 
too many Jews, labor unionists and reds 
are rapidly capturing the newspaper bus- 
iness.” He then mentioned several Jew- | 
ish newspaper owners or publishers to 
drive home his point, and continued: 
“What. chance will we Catholics have 
with the Jews controlling the press? Too 
many of them are already writing the 
news and the editorials and are inject- 
ing the Jewish opinion in the press. We 
must stop it—you must stop it.” 

The outlook of this lecturer finds ex- 
ptession on some of the newspapers. The 
Guild is preparing an unfair practice 
case against one New York paper based 
on its policy of barring Jews from its 
employment. On another paper, belong- 
ing to Hearst, a personnel manager has 
been added to the staff. They never had 
one before. He is a member of the C.I.P. 
and since he took over the hiring no 
Jews have been taken on. He also ar- 
ranged jobs for the men returning from 
the armed services. The Jewish boys re- 
ceived their old jobs back but received 
no promotions, no recognition for their 
war services. Most of the Roman Catho- 
lic veterans, on the other hand, were 
given better jobs at higher pay. It has 
become a slogan in this plant: “Join the 
C.I.P. and win a promotion.” In fact, 
several non-Catholic Christians have 
joined the Catholic Institute of the Press 
—and won promotions. 


Fulton J. Sheen Shows the Way 

The C.I.P. has held two communion 
breakfasts at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. _ 
At the first one, April 8, 1945, the guest 
of honor was Joseph John Rosenthal, 
who was much publicized as the man 
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who took the flag-raising picture on Ok- 


inawa. When Edward Mahar learned 
that Joe Rosenthal was a Roman Catho- 
lic and not a Jew, as many in the news- 
paper business believed, he went into 
action and squeezed every bit of pub- 
licity he could for the Roman Catholics 
out of Joe’s picture. At that communion 
breakfast it was evident that Mahar had 
rectuited most of the Roman Catholics 
in the Hearst papers into his C.I.P. It 
was also noteworthy that a number of 
Jews, apparently to curry favor and hold 
their jobs, attended. 

At the second communion breakfast, 
on March 24, 1946, the chief speaker 
was Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen. His 
theme was an attack on Russia and dur- 
ing the course of it he spread a false 
rumor about a Soviet agent being picked 
up in a closed Congressional committee 
— a rumor which was magnified into 
screaming headlines the next day. 
(Speaking with Sheen was Bishop J. 
Francis A. McIntyre who said a news- 
paper writer “should be, he must be ob- 
jective. To be a reporter of fact and to 
present the truth he must be a man of 
integrity—of the highest integrity . . .”) 
Behind the Frank Fay Furor 

Possibly the most sensational deed of 
the Catholic Institute of the Press was 
its build-up of the infamous Frank Fay 
incident. On September 24, 1945, a 
meeting was held in Madison Square 


Garden to aid Spanish Republican refu- 


gees. Towards the end, the meeting was 
addressed by Harold J. Laski by radio 
from London. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Laski criticized the Vatican 
as a political power in Franco’s Spain. 
Following the Garden meeting Mahar 
went into action. Five actors and actresses 
had appeared during the early part of 
the meeting (they left long before Laski 
spoke), so Mahar sought out an actor as 
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his instrument of reprisal. It was easy to 
find one to stooge for Hearst and cash 
in on the publicity. Frank Fay, starring 


in Harvey, was selected and on the prod-_ 


ding of Mahar and the C.I.P. he issued 
a statement attacking the five who had 
appeared at the Garden, accusing them — 
of prostituting the stage and aiding an 
attack on religion. Led by Mahar and 
the Journal-American the other red- 
baiting papers fell into line, using Fay 
to whip up a fake religious issue. 


The C.LP. held a meeting at the 


Pennsylvania Hotel on Tuesday, October 
23, 1945, at which its speaker to state

A cty went up from the Christian 
Fronters to defend Fay and a rally was 
planned to be held in Madison Square 
Garden. At first the ‘‘Friends of Frank 


Fay,” as they called themselves, received ~

U.S. BAPTIST LEADER FINDS FREEDOM IN U.S.S.R. 


MOSCOW, July 22 (AP)—Dr. Louie D. Newton, of Atlanta, prest- 
dent of the Southern Baptist Convention, said today that Baptist Church 
leaders here told him there are between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 Baptist 
believers in the Soviet Union. 

Dr, Newton is one of a seven-member delegation visiting Russia at 
the invitation of the Soviet government, the Russian Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Societies to study at first hand the use made of $90,000,000 zn sup- 
plies sent to this country during the last five years by the American Society 
for Russian Relief. Peter Grimm, president of the New York State Chamber 
of Commerce, heads the delegation. 

The Atlanta clergyman, who preached yesterday to 2,000 persons at the 
Moscow Baptist Church said he was told more than 250,000 Russians have 
been baptized and attend services regularly in the 3,000 Baptist churches 
scattered over the country. 

Dr. Newton described yesterday's service as “just as free and open a 
meeting as you would see in any Baptist church in the world.” 

Fred Myers, of New York, executive director of the American Society 
for Russian Relief, also attended the service and said it was “just like any 
service back home.” Ha 

The congregation sang familiar hymns, such as ‘O God Our Help in 
Ages Past” and “Hallelujah, Thine the Glory.” 

Dr. Newton greeted Moscow Baptists in the name of Southern Bap- 
tists and presented recordings of greetings from American Baptist youths. 
]. 1. Zhidkov, president of the All-Union Council of Evangelicals and Bap- 
tists and a leading Protestant in the Soviet Union, publicly accepted an invi- 
tation to visit the United States and address the Southern Baptist Convention 
in St. Louis in May, 1947. President Truman has been asked to speak at the 
same convention. 

Dr. Newton said he was told by Zhidkov and Pastor Mikhail A. Orlov, 
of the Moscow church, that there was no governmental interference in 
church affairs and that the Baptists were permitted to administer church funds 
without supervision. 

Zhidkov stated most church collections go to aid needy persons. He 
added that the Moscow church has 3,500 members with an average Sunday 
attendance of 2,000, with collections of approximately 4,000 rubles ($755). 

Before visiting the church, Dr. Newton interviewed I. V. Polyansky, 
chairman of the Ministry of Religious Affairs and Cults. The Atlanta minis- 
ter, who was accompanied by Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, of Christ's Church 
Methodist, New York, said Polyansky received them courteously, answered 
all questions and showed familiarity with the Bible.

WwW" THE HELP of the hierarchy 


of the Roman Catholic Church, 
Nazis and war criminals have returned 
to power in an internationally disputed 
region of Germany. This political scan- 
dal, possibly the greatest in post-Hitler 
Germany, has remained unreported to 
the world until now. 

In Southwestern Germany, on the 
frontiers of French Lorraine, lies the 
Saar region, ranking next to the Ruhr 
as a coal-producing area. 

After World War I the Saar was 
placed under a League of Nations ad- 
ministration for fifteen years at the end 
of which time a plebiscite was held to 
determine the future allegiance. of the 
population of some 800,000. 

In the plebiscite, in January 1935, 
only a fraction of one per cent voted 
for joining France and only nine per 
cent (Socialists, Communists and left 
Catholics) declared themselves in favor 
of the status quo. The great majority for 
union with Hitler Germany was created 
by several factors, including terrorism 
by the Nazis and Laval’s agreement with 
Hitler by which the then French For- 
eign Minister recognized the Saar as a 
dominion of the ‘“Third Reich.’’ But 
the greatest factor influencing the re- 
sults of the plebiscite was the pressure 
exerted by the Roman Catholic bishops 
of Aachen and Trier, to whose diocese 
the Saar region belonged. These bishops, 
in messages read from the church pul- 
pits on several Sundays, urged the en- 
tire Roman Catholic population of the 


Saar ,to vote under all circumstances for 
the annexation of the Saar by the “Third 
Reich.” (It goes without saying that 
these same bishops parade as anti-Nazis 
today.) It was in this manner that Hit- 
ler achieved one of his first major vic- 
tories in foreign affairs. 

The following ten years brought the 
same brutal persecution of the anti- | 
Nazis in the Saar as in the rest of Hitler « 
Germany, decapitation of the leaders 
of the leftist parties (including several 
friends of the writer), and the unre- 
strained enrichment of the upper classes 
mainly at the expense of the highly in- 
dustrialized French Lorraine. 


Nazis Head Purge Commissions 


Today the Saar lies in the French 
zone of occupation. As in the other 
zones of Germany, so-called purge com- 
missions have been created for the re- 
moval of Nazis from public life, from 
the civil administration and from lead- 
ing positions in industry. Meet the heads 
of these purge commissions: 

Dr. Grieser is the president of four 
commissions for the de-nazification of 
the civil administration, the judicial — 
system, the social and health institu- — 
tions. In addition he heads the admin- 


istration of the Kreis St. Ingbert, one — 


of the most important districts of the © 
Saar. Dr. Grieser was a constant polit- — 
ical contributor to the Nazi press of 
Western Germany. As late as March 
1944 he wrote, in Dr. Ley’s Westdeut- 
scher Beobachter of Cologne: ‘The 


nee 


German people have been attacked by 
a mighty enemy. But our Fuehrer 
Adolph Hitler will lead us to victory 
all the same.” 

Herr Herbert Jacob is president of 
the highest political purge committee 
for the whole of the Saar region: Where 
was he during the Hitler regime? He 
was in Metz, capital of French Lorraine, 
where, after the fall of France, he was 
in charge of the administration of 
French property as an aide to Gauleiter 
Buerckel. In that capacity he organized 
the mass robbery of French property 
which was transported to Germany. In 
spite of the protests of the World Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions, this Nazi war 
criminal has not been indicted and con- 
tinues to occupy his high political office. 


Herr Radziewsky is next in rank to 
Herr Jacob on the highest de-nazifica- 
tion commission. He is the director of 
the Burbacher Huettenwerke. He be- 
came an active Nazi in 1932. He ordered 
his employees in 1934 to greet with 
the Hitler salute only. He denounced 
anti-fascist workers (Cremens, Egle and 
others) to the Gestapo and they were 
given severe sentences. He called on 
the overseers of his shops to maltreat 
prisoner-of-war workers. In 1944 he 
issued an appeal to his employees end- 
ing with these words: “We here on the 
home front, under the safe protection 
of the Wehrmacht, will exert our entire 
strength to do everything possible to 
bring about the final victory of Nazism. 
Heil Hitler! (signed) “Radziewsky.” 

Dr. Altmeyer is president of the im- 
portant commission for the de-nazifi- 
cation of the governmental body of the 
Saar. He was formerly a high officer 
under Gauleiter Buerckel in France. 
This is the way he de-nazifies: He puts 
into office Nazis of many years standing 
and professional officers of the Wehr- 
macht, while systematically removing 
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honest anti-fascists under the pretense 
of professional inefficiency. The main 
part of Gauleiter Buerckel’s general 
staff—the rule of which was extended 
in 1940 from the Saar to include Eastern 
France—are still in office today, thanks 
to Altmeyer. 


Papal Count von Papen’s Nephew 


The president of the commission for 
the de-nazification of the educational 
system of the town and district of Mett- 
lach is a certain Herr von Boch. The 
town of Mettlach lies on the road to 
Trier (the birthplace of Karl Marx) 
in the northern end of the Saar. All its 
inhabitants are dependent on the firm 
of Villeroy & Boch which has a big pot- 
tery there. A feudal castle, an immense 
park and large forests belong to the 
family Von Boch. Attracted by these 
riches, the cavalry officer and West 
German Junker, Franz von Papen, mar- 
ried Fraulein von Boch and in this man- 
ner became a partner in the firm. It was 
this same Papen who talked Hindenburg 
into ‘making itler his chancellor and 
who himself became vice-chancellor in 
Hitler’s cabinet; the same Papen who 
arranged the concordat between the 
Vatican and Hitler, prepared the attack 
on Austria in 1938, and now sits in the 
dock at Nuernberg. Not indicted, how- 
ever, is his nephew, Herr von Boch, 
principal owner of the firm Villeroy 
& Boch. 

Herr von Boch was in very close per- 
sonal and political contact with Papen. 
He gave large sums of money to the 
Nazi party and presented it with the 
Hotel Schwan, which became the head- 
quarters of the Hitlerites. After the fall 
of France, he had finishing machines, 
hydraulic cranes and other equipment | 
removed from French factories and 
placed in his own shops. Witnesses say 
that he was careful to have the signs of 
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origin renoyed from these machines 
after the end of the war. 

Herr von Boch’s excellent connec- 
tions with the upper class of France and 
Luxembourg have saved him from in- 
dictment and placed him in charge of 
the de-nazification of the local educa- 
tional system! 

How has this commission functioned? 
Herr von Boch appointed the head ac- 
countant of his firm, Gottschalk, as 
deputy president and two Roman Cath- 
olic clergymen, Brueckler and Lillig, as 
assessors. So far this commission has 
investigated 33 teachers, only one of 
whom had refused to join the Nazi 
party. The 32 who were members of the 
Nazi party (and a number of them 
wefe quite active) were declared to be 
“Nazis by compulsion,’’ and without 


exception were retained in their jobs. 


De-nazification in the Saar has be- 
come re-nazification. 


Military Governor Aids Nazis 
The present mayor of Saarbruecken, 


capital of the Saar, is a Dr. Heim. He 


was one of the highest officers of the 
Nazi administration of Eastern France 
under Buerckel. In his city anti-Nazis 
had been housed in apartments which 
formerly belonged to active Nazis. Now 
Dr. Heim has ordered them to move out 


immediately when such Nazis return. 


When Leon Jouhaux, the French trade 
union leader, travelled through the Saar 
he was more than surprised when he 
was handed a report by the railroad 
union which proved that there were 
dozens of Nazis in the management of 
the railroad whose membreship in the 
party had begun under the League of 
Nations’ administration and long before 
Hitler’s rise to power. A typical case 
was that of the department manager 


Kempfer, who, during the war, had 


four Polish prisoners-of-war shot in 


"Angus Sepeniber 


Kaiserslautern ab paid the SS a tip of 
ten Marks for each of the four. 

With the permission of Col. Grand- 
val, military governor of thé Saar, a 
Dr. Wagner of St. Ingbert was made 
head of the newly founded Cultural 
Society of the Saar District. Dr. Wagner 
has been a member of the Nazi party 
since 1933 and advocated their policies 
as editor of the Landeszeitung in Saar- 
bruecken. During the war he became 
editor-in-chief of a German-language 
paper in Muehlhausen (Alsace) which — 
the French were forced to read and in 
which Hitler’s war was glorified daily. 
Today he teaches Kultur to the Germans 
of the Saar... . 

The bridges across the Saar River 
that were destroyed by the Nazis are - 
being rebuilt by the Seibert engineering 
firm. The owner of the company, Bern- 
hard Seibert, was one of the chiefs of 
Nazi industry. Hitler promoted him to- 
the position of Leader of the Defense 
Industry. Hitler’s Minister of Muni- 
tions, Albert Speer (today on trial at 
Nuernberg), entrusted Seibert with the 
mobilization of all metal stocks. In 
Seibert’s shops the thrashing of prison- 
ers-of-war was a daily routine. On a 
tour of inspection of his building proj- 
ects in the Austrian town of Linz he 
had the prisoners step forward and told 
them: “So far you have been thrashed 
for working too slowly. I shall not 
shrink from killing prisoners if this 
sabotage does not stop.” Today, Gover- 
nor Grandval places orders of consider- 
able size with Adolph Hitler’s Leader 
of the Defense Industry. . . . 


Clergy and Camouflage 


How is it possible for such Nazi 
criminals to play an important part in 
the civil administration, industry and 
spiritual life of the Saar at the present 
time? Here are some of the reasons: 


The Roman Catholic bishop of Trier, 
Msgr. Bornewasser, the very man who 
called on the people of the Saar to vote 
for annexation by Nazi Germany, today 
gives certificates to many people stating 
that they only joined the Nazi party on 
his orders. This is considered a valid 
excuse for them. His example is fol- 
lowed by many Roman Catholic clergy- 
men, who thus provide protection for 
numerous compromised Nazis. 

In addition, the Nazis are successfully 
camouflaging themselves. Those who 
worked for the annexation of the Saar 
by Hitler are now burning for annexa- 
tion by France, in the hope (encouraged 
by reactionary officers of the French 
army of occupation) that their pro- 
French propaganda will win forgiveness 
for their Nazi sins of the past. As good 
Nazis, they carry on at the same time 
a vehement campaign against the So- 
viet Union. At meetings of the official 
pto- French organization, Mouvement 
pour le rattachement de la Sarre a la 
France, speakers declare that the Rus- 
sians are starving the Germans and that 
a Union of the European Peoples 
Against the Machinations of the Soviets 
has to be formed. 


Anii-Fascists Suppressed 


The conditions under which the anti- 
fascists are now living is best illustrated 
by the case of the president of the larg- 
est trade union in the Saar— Oskar 
Mueller. Mueller, president of the min- 
ers’ union, is in jail because he gave 
several workers an article to read. The 
article was from a French paper and 
criticized conditions in the Saar. 

Herman Burkhardt, the Communist 
representative on the editorial board of 
the only paper for the Saar, has’ resigned 
from his post because all his articles 
written since last winter were rejected 
for political reasons. (Burkhardt’s wife 
was active in the French resistance move- 
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ment until she was shot in 1944 by the 
Nazis who surprised her when she was 
distributing an underground paper.) 
The Social Democratic representative, 
Roth, has threatened to resign for simi- 
lar reasons. 

Anti-fascists who say they regard 
themselves as Germans are threatened 
with loss of work and with expulsion — 
from the Saar. In fact, at the end of © 
July, three of the most influential leaders 
of the workers were expelled by the 
French authorities. Nevertheless, all 
the influential unions have protested 
against the self-styled “leader of the 
Saar trade unions,’ Heinrich Wacker, 
who told representatives of the inter- 
national press agencies that the trade 
unions of the Saar wish nothing more 
than annexation by France. This same 
Wacker sent a declaration of loyalty 
to Hitler in 1940, and in the following 
years he lectured in Czechoslovakia and 
Silesia with the slogan: “Germany Must 
Win the War.” 

Sowing Dragons’ Teeth 

What is happening in the Saar 1s 
nothing less than the suppression of the 
democrats in favor of the Nazis and 
other reactionaries protected by high 


Roman Catholic authorities. 


Secretary of State Byrnes, in his dec- 
laration of July 11, 1946, agreed to the 
exclusion of the Saar from the authority 
of the future German central govern- 
ment. I would have liked Mr, Byrnes 
to say something about the urgent prob- 
lem of political conditions in the Saar 
before touching the question of its fu- 
ture nationality. But I can understand 
Mr. Byrne’s silence. In Bavaria, which 
is the greater part of the American zone. 
of occupation in Germany, the whole 
Communist leadership has been jailed, 
the reactionary Roman Catholic Chris- 
tian Social Union has achieved distinct 
ascendancy, and the draft of a Bavarian 
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constitution with open dictatorial and 
separatist tendencies has Been com- 
pleted. The same trend exists in Ba- 
varia as in the Saar. 

Until recently the American Military 
Government has maintained that it could 
not prevent the reactionary development 
in Bavaria since the Christian Social 
Union received a majority in the elec- 
tions. It is not widely known that the 
AMG did not lift a finger when in such 
Bavarian towns as _ Aschaffenburg, 
Wnuerzburg, Schweinfurt, etc., the Ro- 
man Catholic priests read to their con- 
gregations a bishop’s letter threatening 
with hellfire those who would not vote 
for the Christian Social Union. Having 
passively helped reaction win the elec- 
tions, the AMG now throws off its 
mask. The campaign against the Com- 
munists is in full swing. People who 
survived eight, ten and more years in 
concentration camps now have time in 
jail to wonder about the strange Ameri- 
can democracy which persecutes the im- 
placable foes of Nazism and is so toler- 
ant when it comes to leading Nazis. 

Concerning the latter, a certain Dr. 
Albrecht is still the chief of the Bava- 
tian precision and optical instrument 
industry in spite of the fact that he 
held the same position under the Nazis 
from 1935 on. Albrecht received high 
medals from Hitler for his services. He 
wrote articles for Goebbel’s Reich, and 
early in 1945 the Nazi government sent 
him to Stockholm to speak on its behalf 
to the German colony. Sought in Berlin 
as a war criminal, Albrecht still holds 
his high office in the Bavarian Ministry 
of Economy, Prinzregenten Street 28, 
Munich. (These facts were pointed out 
repeatedly by Heinrich Schmitt, one of 
the ousted Bavarian ministers. ) 
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Albrecht is no exception. Hans Muel: 
ler and Dyonis Schmidt, men with simi: 
lar records, are high officials in the Bav- 
arian government. Professors at Munich 
University, such as Mueller - Erzbach, 
Mahacek, Dietrich, etc., are old-time 
Nazis and were active helpers in plun- 
dering the subjugated countries of Eu- 
rope. 

No wonder Mr. Byrnes is silent about 
political conditions in the Saar. No won- 
der either that the reactionary circles_in 
the Western Powers do not want a polit- 
ically centralized Germany ruled from 
Berlin under the control of all four of 
the Big Powers. It is easier to raise re-. 
action behind the curtain of zonal bar- 
riers and slanders against the Soviet 
Union. 

Those influential Americans who are. 
playing around today with Hohenzol- 
lern princes (entrusting them with the 
leadership of organizations to promote 
friendship between Germans and Amer- 
icans), and flirting’ with the early allies 
of the Nazis, are planting dragons’ teeth 
from which they will reap a bloody 
harvest. Consider Bavarian history: In 
1919 the Bavarian Communists were 
slaughtered. A year later the Social 
Democrats were thrown out of the Ba- 
varian Government and the Christian 
Social Union (then called the Bavarian 
People’s Party) ruled Bavaria from that 
yeat on, supporting Hitler both openly 
and secretly. Bavaria became the strong- 
hold of the Nazi party and from Bavaria 
it radiated over the whole of Germany. 
That is the lesson of Bavaria and woe 
to those who refuse to learn it. 

It would be far healthier for America 
were Mr. Byrnes in a position to criti- 
cize the political conditions existing in 
the Saar. 
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INOTED ON THE CHURCH ERONT 


REV.:H. P. VAN DUSEN AS A WAR STRATEGIST—Dr. Henry Pitney 
Van Dusen, President of Union Theological Seminary, New York, discussed 
“China’s Crisis” recently. He declared that America must regard the Yellow _ 
River in China as her military frontier. Russia, he said, was a disturber of the 
peace and with the balance of likelihood in favor of war, our Government 
should push the potential battlefront at least to the Yellow River. Hence — 
our State Department was fully justified in all-out support to Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. . 


UNDER AMERICAN PROTECTION—Monsignore Mayol de Lupe was 
head chaplain of the “Legion des Volontaires Francaises,’ created by Petain, . 
Laval and Doriot to fight the Russians. The Legion was part of the Nazi 
Wehrmacht. Msgr. Mayol de Lupe was also a personal friend of several of the 
highest Nazis. He preached a fight to the death “for European civilization 
against the Asiatic Bolsheviks.” Msgr. Mayol de Lupe now lives in peace and 
excellent health as a free man under American protection in Bad Reichenhall, 
Bavaria. With the knowledge of the American Military Government he has 
changed his name to Msgr. Giovanni Caracciolo. The American MG has also 
been kind enough to permit his secretary Enrico to stay with him. 


THE RELIGIOUS BEARING OF HITLER’S SS.—On Sunday, Dec. 23, 1945, 
a church built by and for former SS men was solemnly inaugurated by His 
Eminence the Cardinal Michael von Faulhaber in the Dachau SS camp. The 
SS men filled the hall. Faulhaber blessed the church and preached a touching 
sermon. The SS men, Faulhaber said, would find new strength and courage 
in the quiet sanctuary of the new church to carry the cross of imprisonment 
with patience. The Dachau parson, Pfanzelt, extended his warmest thanks to 
the American Military Government for its courtesy and support, and thanked 
the SS men for helping to build the church. His Eminence (Faulhaber) was 
touched by the whole affair and said later: “The religious bearing of the SS 
prisoners impressed me deeply.” [Translated and digested from the account ~ 
of the Amtsblatt fuer Stadt und Landkreis Dachau, Jan. 30, 1946] 

Which reminds us of a letter we received from an officer who had just 
returned from Germany where he had been in charge of a camp holding 
2200 Gestapo and SS men. Wrote he: “On the Sunday morning before I left 
for home, I was most astonished to see six members of the camp who did not 
go in to Mass... . Of the 60,000 men held in the internment camps for 
atrocities, etc., 90 percent are Bavarians and Catholics.” 


HEAR LABOR FOR THE FIRST TIME—At the first Berlin Conference of 
the Protestant Churches, June 2, 1946, General Superintendent Jacobi intro- — 
duced Bernhard Goering, Vice Chairman of the three million strong Free 
German Trade Unions Association. Jacobi pointed out that this was the first 
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time in the history of the Protestant Church in Germany that a trade union 
leader was to address a church conference. Labor leader Goering told them the 
time had come to create a new and progressive Church, and the workers for 
their part should not forget that many Protestant clergymen and believers 
had made great sacrifices in the struggle against Nazism. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC STRUGGLE AGAINST NAZISM—Dr. Max Jordan, 
writing from Munich for the Roman Catholic press, reviewed an 800-page 
volume entitled Kreuz und Hakenkreuz (Cross and Swastika) compiled by 


' Msgr. Johann Neuhaeusler of the Archdiocese of Munich, and published by | 


church authorities. Jordan describes it as “incontestable documentary evidence 
of the fearless struggle waged by the German Bishops and their flocks against 
the Nazi regime” and as presenting “historians and students with as com- 
prehensive a collection of data as can be made available at the present time.” 
As “ illustrative of the diabolical methods used by the Nazis to undermine 
Christian influence’ he extracted three items from the book: (1) Guided 
tours for German visitors to the Vatican “were used as an opportunity to spread 
slander against the Papacy.” (2) “The Nazi police in Munich complained 
to Cardinal Faulhaber because ‘he drove home too slowly’ after a public pro- - 
cession and accused him of doing so in order to stir up the people against the 
government.” (3) A sermon by Cardinal Faulhaber was recorded and later 
used to amuse Nazis at a party “by distorting the reproduction and making 
the record run either too slow or too fast so as to elicit ridicule.” Jordan extracts 
the statistic that “on March 15, 1945, the total of Catholic priests confined to 
Dachau was 1,943.” These represented 25 nations, and 791 of them were 
Poles, 122 French, 73 Czech, 46 Austrian. Only 261 were Germans. Of the 
1,943, one was an archbishop,. one a bishop. He notes that in Western Ger- 
many 5,000 priests read a letter which “protested against the closing of convent 
schools” in 1936. Max Jordan seems hard pressed for examples. 


WILL THE METHODISTS SAVE THE POPE?—Roy L. Smith, editor of 
the Christian Advocate, official Methodist organ, had an editorial in the Au- 
gust 22 number concerning the proposal made at the Cambridge, England, 
conference sponsored by the World Council of Churches that the Roman 
Catholic Church join with the Protestant leaders in a statement on international 
peace. Editor Smith welcomes it, and writes: “At the close of every other 
great European conflict there has been some powerful government through 


which the Church could work. Today there is not one such government left 
~ intact in all the Continent. There is no House of Savoy, House of Hapsburg, 
‘or House of Hohenzollern anywhere in Europe today. The gauntlet has been 


thrown down between Russia and Rome, and the two have no dealings one 
with the other. Franco of Spain is so thoroughly discredited that any assistance 
he might attempt to render to the Pope would be a liability. The small neutrals 
—Portugal, Switzerland, Sweden—are outside the range of possibility as spir- 
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al aiice The Protesrant proposal is unprecedented and unparalleled. It 
presents to the Vatican one of the greatest spiritual opportunities in all its 
centuries-long history.” To which we add, it sure does! 


DIVERTING ATTENTION FROM MONTREAL’S CORRUPTION?—On 
August 9 Detective A. O. Pelletier, head of the section of Montreal’s morality 
squad charged with the task of making the city mentally clean, announced 
that the campaign has been a “rousing success.” The drive was launched orig- 
inally by Msgr. Albert Valois, Montreal Diocesan Director of Catholic Action. 
The things which Montrealers are not supposed to see in any form of adver- 
tising include two-piece bathing suits, women’s undergarments and reproduc- | 
tions of scantily-clad cinema stars. 


HOW ABOUT THE ACTU?—‘This union will not tolerate efforts by out- 
siders—individuals, organizations or groups—whether they be Communist, 
Socialist or any other group, to infiltrate, dictate or meddle in our affairs.”’— 
Philip Murray, at the convention of the United Steel Workers. Does “any other 
group” include the Association of Catholic Trade Unionists, which is working 
hard under the direction of priests to get control of CIO unions? 


HIERARCHY OVER BOOKS?—Hearst’s N. Y. Journal American has been 
front-paging a series of articles attacking obscene fiction, using as its text a 
statement by Cardinal Spellman to the Knights of Columbus. The Cardinal’s 
organ, The Catholic News, ran a report on the series, being careful to include 
two quotes which show the objective. Msgr. John J. McClafferty, executive 
secretary of the Legion of Decency, was quoted as hoping “that the publishers 
and distributors of books, in recognition of responsibility to the common weal, 
(will) establish a comparable agency of self-regulation.” And Arthur Brentano 
Jr., head of the Brentano bookstore chain, was mentioned as “one of the many 
booksellers who claimed that they would favor ‘the establishment of a “czar” 
among the book publishers, similar to that in the motion picture industry . . .’” 
THE PROTESTANT will gladly supply publishers who want to know what this 
means with copies of Thomas Bledsoe’s “Hierarchy Over Hollywood,” now 
reprinted in pamphlet form.
